This a majority 
of the mastere refuse, though several have 
signified a willingness to meet the demand 
rather than stop their collieries. 

Widespread alarm is created in the chief 
eenters of industry owing to the gravity of 
the crisis a prolonged stoppage of ooal sup- 
plies would lead to. With thesteel and tron 
industries crippled the thousands en- 
gaged in these works would also be 
thrown out of employment. 

As the result of a mass- meeting held to- 
day by 12,000 minersof Nottinghamshire they 
determined to participate in the strike for an 
advance of wages. They will insist upon the 
acceptance of their schedule of prices.

Upon asking for his reasons 
for the statement he pointed. to the

ofan Irish local government bill is not de- 
sired by the leadersof the Tory party, who 
believe that agreement unon the main provi- 
sions ot such a measure would be impossible 
for all sections of the Ministerial party.

Lord Randolpb Churchill will probably move 
for leave to introduce his licensing bill on 
Tuesday, but the Government will give him 
no opportunity to make a speech. 
His notice is not likely to be opposed. 
If it is be will take part 
in the debate on Mr. Jacob Bright’s bill, which 
will occur on the Ast day of May, a day which 
licensing reformers hope will not be inter- 
fered with by the Whiteuntide holidays. 
Lord Randolph Churenili’s bill provides for a 
vetoing power in every district and for the 
adoption of the veto by a certain majority.

. ARIS, March 15.—M. 
Constans’ resignation, 
which really led to the 
downfall of the Minis- 
try, was due directly 
to the stand Carnot 
and Tirard took re- 
garding the Berlin 
Conference, The Min- 
ister of the Interior 
made a speech at the 
Cabinet Council de- 
nouncing the accept- 
8 = ance of the German 
Emperor’s invitation. Nota journal of either 
faction dared to print a word of it, and the only 
cause they assigned for his retirement was his 
opposition to the appointment of Masoan to 
the Presidency of the Court of Cassation, and 
his attacking the President of the Republic 
through the columns of the journals that 
were being kept alive by secret er the 
discretion of the Department of the Interior. 
These attacks, In reality, were a continuation 
of the series begun a month ago, when the 
queation of accepting Emperor William’s 
invitation to the Berlin conference first came 
up for discussion, and later on when the Pres- 
ident avowed bis intentlon of pardoning the 
Duke of Orleans.

THE WORLD'S FAIR BILL SEEMS TO BE 
LOADED AT BOTH ENDS 


The House Committee Want to Count the 
Guarantee Fund—Filmy Character of the 
Sabscriptieons Exposed—The Treasury 
Will Not Be Milked Messers. Hitt and 
Springer Claim Everything”—Nething 
Determised. . 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraron. 

Wa8HINGTON, D. O., March 15.—The World’s 
Fair Committee of the House to-day hada 
meeting which lasted nearly four hours, and 
which was relieved by a spirited discussion of 
the bill prepared by the Chicago managers. 
Messrs. Frank of Missouri! and Wilson of West 
Virginia were absent. All the others were 
present, namely: Chairman Candler of Massa- 
chusetts, Flower and Belden of New York, 
Hitt and Springer of lilinois, Bowden of Vir- 
ginia and Hatch of Missour!. The sub-com- 
mittee, composéd of Candler, Hitt and 
Springer, reported the Chicago bill to the full 
committee. 

In the first section of the bill, which pro- 
vides that the Fair shall be inaugurated in 
1892, Mr. Flower moved to strike out the word 
*‘*‘inaugurate’’ and insert held. The 
motion was rejected by four to three, Spring- 
er, Bawden, Hitt and Candler voting for the 
present phraseology, and Fiower, Belden and 
Hateh voting for this change. If Frank ana 
Wilson had been present, Frank would prob- 
ably have voted with the minority and Wilson 
with the minority.

He remarks further that the strug- 
gleis on between the masses and the 
classes, the many and the few, luxury and 
starvation, the people who toil in misery 
and those who keep them toiling. ‘*I 
shall not see the day,” he continues, “and 
“vou may not see it, but the day is coming 
‘‘when the autocratic powers of Europe 
will be forced to unite against a united 
‘*Socialistic army aud be foreed to stand 
r fall together.” 

This is the old social problem which has 
been working out, frequently through 
disaster and bloodshed, for centuries. It 
assumes new phases and takes new forms, 
but it is essentially the same. Even in 
this country, where we have found the 
best solution of which modern thought is 
capable, it is again recurring by reason of 
monopoly and the concentration of the 
money power in the hands of the few, but 
we are on the high road to a final peace- 
able solution of it, because we have the 
essential key which is the remedy within 
the hands of the people. 


In Europe the situation is different. 
The distinction between the privileged 
classes and the masses there is marked. 
Royalty and aristocracy cling to their tra- 
ditional advantages with desperate grip 
and are striving to keep down the people. 
The problem could be solved peaceably if 
the privileged classes would surrender the 
rights which belong to the people. By 
satisfying the enlarging popular aspira- 
tions for freedom and opportunity the ul- 
timate destiny of the nations may be 
wrought out in peace andorder. But will 
they do it? e out no hopes 
of surrender on their p and without it 
the war M. SIMON predicts is inevitable 
and the people must be the victors. 


AN OHIO IDFA. 


Mr. BUCHANSN of the Ohio Senate has 
introduced into that body a supplement to 
the gerrymandering act, which is disturb- 
ing the Republicans more than tbe act it- 
self. It is a bill pros ing for the election 
of Presidential Electors by Congressional 
districts, instead of by general ticket for 
the State at large, as the laws of all the 
States now prescribe. 

lf the States were all fairly districted, 
as they ought tobe, so as to give each 
party as nearly as possible its fair pro- 
portion of the representatives in Congress 
from each State, no valid objection could 
be urged toa similarly fair district ap- 
portionment of Presidential Electors, 
Then each State and the voters of both 
parties therein: would be more directly 
and truly represented in the House and 
in the electoral colleges. Then it would 
be impossible by concentrated bribery in 
two or three cities to buy New York’s big 
electoral vote ina solid block of thirty- 
five. The contests would be for districts 
ratker than for States, and the unbought 
will of the people would be more truly 


reflected in the result. 


But until all the States adopt the dis- 
trict plan of choosing Presidential 
Electors, no State should adopt it, or 
can adopt it with justice to its favorite 
party. To divide Ohio's electoral vote 
proportionally between Democrats and 
Republicans while a plurality of a few 
hundred yotes may give New York’s 
thirty-five electoral votes solid to either 
party would not be fair to eitber party or 
to the country at large. At present the 
unrepresented Republican minorities in 
the Democratic States are pretty evenly 
balanced by the unrepresented Demo- 
cratic minorities in the Republican States, 
and this balance depends on the uni- 
tormity of the rule governing the choice 
of Presidential Electors in all the States. 

The supreme authority of each State to 
regulate the appointment of its Electors 
cannot be questioned, but the interest of 
each State and of ite dominant party is 
against any departure from the uniform- 
ity now established by custom and com- 
mon consént, Moreover, to have the 
Electors chosen by Congressional districts 
would put a further premium on the ger- 
rymandering business by partisan major- 
ities, whether in Congress or in the State 
Legislatures. Had we a fixed and uni- 
form rule of apportionment securing a 
near approach to proportional representa- 

im the House for all the States, 
a uniform election of all but two of each 
State’s Presidential Electors by Congres- 
sional districts would be an improvement

What did ocour was this: Dudley, before be- 
ginning bis argument, said he was afraid that 
his appearance In the case would injure his 
client with at least one member of the 
committee, who had attacked him on the 
floor of the House when he could not be beard 
in reply, but that he hoped the committee

Abraham Lincoln. 


The years 1786, 1865 and 1890 are memorable 
in Lincoin chronology, for in those years the 
grandfather of the President, President Lincoln 
himself, and his grandson fell—two by the 
hands of assaseins andthe third by the hand of 
the surgeon, no less fell though better inten- 
tioned. 

The facts of the death of the President’s 
grandfather ure meager, says the Chicaco 
News. Descended from the good old Quaker 
stock of Pennsylvania and possessed of mod- 
erate means, be was one of the firdtto leave 
his home in Rockingbam 
Va., in 1780, to follow the 
Daniel Boone into the wilds of Kentucky, 
taking with him his wife and five children. 
Prepared to brave dangers and hardships for 
a home, Abraham Lincoln bought 400 acres of 
land from the Government for £60. A spot in 
the Forest was cleared, a log cabin was er- 
ected, and soon Lincoln found himself on the 
way to prosperity. The three sons—Mordecal, 
Josiah and Thomas—who partook of the 
father’s ambition, helped him with a will. 
The littie farm in the wilderness gradually 
broadened, and two additional tracts of land, 
one of 800 and the other of 500 acres, were 
taken.

But fortune soon changed. One morning in 
1786 Lincoln and bis three sons went out to 
the odge of the clearing, and scarcely had 
work begun when ashot from the bush killed 
the father. Mordecal immediately ran to the 
cabin for a gun and Josiah to Hughes’ Station 
for assistance, while Thomas was left with his 
father’s body. Mordecai got the gun and was 
just in time to save his brother’s life by shoot- 
ing the Indian whowas about to kill him. 
The murdered man was buried near where he 
fell, and soon after the family, for better pro- 
tection, moved to a thicker-settied portion of 
the wilderness, where Mordecai, with the 
settied hate that is born of unforgiven 
wrongs, became an Indian-stalker, who slew 
the red-skins on no other provocation than 


mere sight. 


Two generations later the second Abraham 
Lincoln was exalted from the position of an 
obscure lawyer to that of President of the 
United States—an bonor which he bore with 
courage and fortitude and paid for with his 
life. All are familiar with the story of his as- 
sassination. 

Another break of a generation in the trane- 
mleslon of names and the third Abraham ap- 
eared in the — * as the son of Robert 1. 
incoln, the American Minister to England. 


| Young ‘‘Jack,’’ as he was usually called, was 


born in Chi o lu 1878, and the story of his 
17 years is that of many another bright 
boy who has been stricken down before the 

esibilities in him have been developed. 
The promise of the future wascut off by the 
surgeon’s knife while undergoing an opera- 
tion for an abcess. The operatiof is not 
usuall regarded as dangerous, but it 
proved fatal in this case from the boy’s wean 


ness.

Is the ‘‘Butterworth’’ bill, now before Con- 
gress, for restricting and reguiating the sell 
ing of farm products and swine food by 
parties not owning same a wise and necessary 
measure? 

The writer answers In the amrmative. 

The foundation of all barter is supply and 
demand, win the facilities for transfering 
farm products and swine food from one sec- 
tion to another by river, rail and ocean trans- 
portation. 

Witb agricultural and statistica! bureaus in 
each State, and a national department of ag 
riculture with its comprehensive information, 
the question of supply is reduced to a mathe- 
matical certainty. 

With the press, telegraph and statistics of 
other nations the question of dem. ad is easily 
obtained, at least we can come so near to 
facts that no prudent merchbrot or dealer 
would fear to invest his capital and enterprise 
in transferring our product to any part of the 
world, ery he should have no other 
drawback. 

Now, if natural supply and demand are not 
interfered with by artificial means the inter- 
change of commerce between producers and 
consuiners will regulate values so as to pay 
the producer fair remuneration for his labor 
and capital and the consuiner will not be 
obliged so pey more than a reasonable price 
for his food. 

If food is scarce in one section and plenty in 
another, the desire to sell will force the own- 
ers to accept reasonable wrices, or the con- 
sumption will be so reduced thatthe surplus 
will break down values on the holders, capi- 
tal will be freely inyested and trade will be 
fairly distributed and not concentrated in one 
city or transported on one transportation line 
at the expense of the remainder of the coun- 
try, or controlled by a few unnprincipied men. 

TRADE AND TRAFFIC 
will be divided and distributed among all, 
and railroads would have énough local busi- 
ness to keep them from the necessity of pool- 
ing, or being swallowed up dy their richer 
competitors. 

Selling spot or futures of product by actual 
owners means the buyer must receive and pay 
for the property. That puts money into cir- 
culation, enabling the farmer, packer and 
laborer, to., to pay their debis, buy more 
goods, improve their plantand produce more, 
thus providing for a rainy day. 

Tne circulation of money and legitimate 
dealing would lead to daily trading and make 
employment for thousands; it would keep 
our farmers’ sons on the farms and make 
good citizens of them and not fill our cities 
with a mob of drones who expect to live by 
outwitting their neighb rs and who add noth- 
ing tothe wealth, dignity or future of our 
country.

Weather Crop Bulle tin. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 15.— The weather 
crop bulletin issued for the week ending 
to-day says that freezing weather continues in 
the Northwest, where the season is backward 


and the ground frozen,and although the rain- 
fall has been less than usual in this section 
ampie moisture is reported. The recent eold 
weather has proved injurious to wheat and 
fruit and in Michigan, lilinois, Mississippi, 
and Indiana farm work is delayed by the late 
spring. The freezing weather in the early 
Part ot the month extended as far south as 
the Gulf States and Georgia and North Caro- 
lina, with injurious effect upon all fruit 
and vegetables, and in many localities fruit 
trees are reported seriously injured. Exces- 
sive ralus in the lower Mississippi and Ohio 
valleys greatly delayed farm work and 
injured crops. Wheat is reported in 
good condition in Texas, but the 
planting of corn and cotton has deen delayed 
by cool weather and rain and in some sec- 
tions replanting will be necessary. Iu Louisi- 
ans cane is reported ir good condition but 
pianting Is delayed. Low ground under water 
in Loulsana and Mississipp!. The week was 
favoraole in South Carolina for all crops, and 
planting of corn, cotton and rice is in 
progress. In the Middle Atlantic States 
winter grain, grass and clover is in excellent 
condition, but the recent freeze probably in- 
1 the early peach crop in New Jersey and 
‘ew York. No farm work yet reported in 
New Engiand, the northern portion of this re- 
gion being covered with snow.

The late 
freeze and heavy rains have been very disas- 
troug to it and itis feared that not more than 
nalt“ a crop will be made. The peach 
crop, as well as all other small fruit 
are killed, as they were all budded 
and some in bloom before the last cold wave 
reached here, and the amount ef small fruit 
raised will be comparatively small, as there 
is one of the best. fruit-growing counties in 
this part of the State.

lates of influence conducting the religious 

propaganda is Mgr. Pagis, Bishop of Verdun. 

From the Pope Mgr. Pagis has received a 

brief—a brief that has greuter value because 

the Holy Father has always been unwilling to 

give more than verbal encouragement to any 

work whatever. As determination, courage 

and eloquence are the elements necessary for 

success, Mgr. Pagis can hardly fall to triumph 
over the free-thinkers. 

Last Sunday he preached a most remark- 
able sermon at the Madeleine in aid of the 
fund for a monument to Joan of Arc at Vau- 
couleurs. Seldom have worshippers at the 
Madeleine heard such a masterpiece of 6io- 
quence, and to prove the effect upon his audi- 
ence, Mgr. Pagis himself made the collection 
at the close of the service. Bills of one hun- 
dred, five hundred and one thousand francs 
were showered into his aumoniere, and more 
than $15,000 was placed to the credit of the 
Joan of Aro fund. 

Mgr. Pagis is an Auvergnot, and, although 
55 years old, might readily pass for a man 
much younger. He is tall and robust; his 
broad forehead denotes great intelligence and 
his features, which might otherwise seem 


severe, are softened by an expression of child- 


like sweetness. Although not a Liberal“ 
prelate, Mgr. Pagis never has the slightest 
difficulty with the functionaries that surround 
him. His tact is marvelous, and when we 
remember that he is an oratorof the first 
rank, an orator with a musical voice and 
graceful gestures, we can understand how 
be conquered Pope Leo XIII. last Novem- 
ber when, with the Archbishop of 
Rheims, he accompanied 10,000 French 
workmen on a pilgrimage to Rome. 


‘*‘A wonderful statue to Joan of Arc is not a 
new idea in my mind, said Mgr. Pagis to 
ine. Ihave always dreamed of this, and 
only waited a proper time to my plan 
into execution. heve chosen Vaucouleurs 
for the site of the monument because that was 
the firststage of Joan’s — 4 when she 
obeyed the voloes that ordered her to save 
France, and because at Vaucouieurs, in ‘real- 
ity, began the magnificent and touching 
drama that was to terminate on the old mar- 
ket place at Rouen.’’ 

THE PROPOSED MONUMENT. 

But it le no ordinary monument that Mgr. 
Pagis proposes to erect In honor of the Maid 
of Orleans; it is to be rather a colossal struct- 
ure on one of the hills overlooking Vaucou- 
leurs Valley. The estal will be a castle, 
bullt in the style of the Middie Ages, Duta 
castle of immense height. The thick walis, 
guarded by massive towers, will be furnished 
with battlements, turrets, drawbridge, port- 
cullis; in fact, the castle will be built accord- 
lug to the rules of ancient military architect- 
ure. Above the castle will bea Genjon 140 
feet high, and at the summit will de placed 
the statue, or rather the group, where the 
Maid of Orleans will be personified. This 
group wilt de gigantic, for itis proposed to 
make it at least sixty-five feet in height. 

gr. Pagis has not determined whether this 
colossal group shall be of bronze or granite, 
but he bas planned that Joan of Arc is to be 
on horseback, and on each side the warriors 
who usually accom led her. 

The Bishop ef Verdun acknowledges that 
his scheme is an audacious one, for millions of 
francs will be required to complete the work; 
however, he has 0 much faith in himself, an 
so much faith in the French pee , itisa 
pleasure to bear bim talk of his plans. He

NO QUARREL. 

There is no quarrel between Domremy and 
Vaucouleurs, and the prelates engaged in the 
work consider the subject too sacred for dis- 
putes and misunderstandinges. Those who 
favor Vaucouleurs.say: In 1869 Mgr. Dupan- 
loup wisbed to build a monument at Vatcou- 
leurs. In 1874 again the subject was discussed, 
and in 1876,two years before any plan was 
made at Domremy, a committee was ap- 
pointed and sums of money raised for the 
monument at Veucouleurs. We shall agree 
probably in this way, Domremy will personify 
Joan, receiving the mission to deliver her 
country, and Vaucouleurs will represent her 
as the warrior, the savior of France. 

Mgr. Pagis has spoken at length in bis ser- 
mens of Bishop Cauchon, the instigator of 
Joan’s tortpre. Of him, or rather to him, 
while at the stake, Joan said: 

Bishop Cauchon, you are the cause of my 
death!’’

SWIFT RETRIBUTION VISITED UPON A 
NEBRASKA MURDERER. 


He Is Taken Out and Lynched Within an 
Hour After the Death of His Victim— 
Clever Capture ef a Well-Fixed Des- 
perade With a Notorious Record—Minor 
Crimes.

ROMFIELD, Neb., 
Fe March 15.— Shortly 
after noon to-day, A. 
J. Stratton, a farmer 
residing a mile west, 
came inte town, and, 
entering the butcher 
Shop of W. W. Lewis, 
remarked to the pro- 
prietor: ‘‘Il have been 
looking for you, at 
the same time draw- 
lng a revolver and 
firing at Lewis, the 
ball entering his shoulder. Lewis started to 
run, when a second shot struck him 
in the back, killing him. Stratton was ar- 
rested and placed in the caiaboose, and the 
County Sheriff telegraphed for. Shortly be- 
fore his arrival on the train a posse of nine 
men, with gunny sacks over their 
heads, visited the calaboose, took Stratton 
out and to a livery stable near by, 


where they banged him and departed. Strat- 
ton’s body remained suspended until the 
Sheriff arrived and cut it down, but too late to 
eave his life. The cause ot the killing of 
Lewis was the ciroulation of a report that 
Stratton, who was a bachelor, was keeping a 
woman at bis house, Ais sister having re- 
cently arrived there. 


A Madman’s Act. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., March 15.—At 4:30 o'clock 
this morning Police officer McDonough was 
summoned to the residence of Frank Gerade, 
a well-to-do painter, on Shady Lane, Ale- 


hany City. The officer discovered Gerade 
n the basement of the house, 
his clothing spattered with biood and 
holding a carving knife in each hand. 
Gerade resisted arrest and was overpowered 
with diMfieulty. While in the patrol wagon 
en route tothe lockup he became violently 
iheane. The officers returned to Gerade’s 
residence and forcing open the doors 
discovered that N terrible tragedy 
had been committed. On the floor lay 
the lifeless body of his 9-year-old step-daugh- 
ter, Annie Haffen. Her head, neck and shoul- 
ders were terribly gashbed and brulsed. The 
head of the child's bed was broken and splin- 
tered, while clots of biood, flesh and hair 
were spattered over the floor, cell- 
ing and wall, presontin a sick- 
ening sight. Gerade ba evidently 
seized the child by the feet and beaten her 
brains out over the heaa of her crib. Mrs. 
Gerade bed fied from the house during her 
husband’s frenzy and either will not, 
or cannot give any details of the tragedy. 
Repo:ts are that Gerade and his wife 
were quarrelling and that Gerade had at- 
tempted ber iife. Failing in this he 
set upon and killed bis step-dauhter. 
— © two children were found asleep and 
unharmed in the same apartmentin which the 
murder was committed. Gerade is about 40 
ears old. He le now confined inthe insane 
epartment of county jan and is a raving 
maniac. Mrs. Gerade bas also been arrested. 
Gerade’s brothers claim that the child's 
mother is the murderer and that she is crazy. 
Mrs. Gerade was atone time confined in an 
asylum, but the circumstances of to-day’s 
tragedy do not justify the above assertion.

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WILLIAMS CONVICTED. 


CHIEF HEUBLFR’S TOOL TO BE PUNISHED 
FOR ABDUCTING CLEDE FLEMING- 


A Jury Imposes Three Months’ Imprison- 
ment Upon Him—Another Incident in a 
Famous Case—Thé Habeas Corpus Writ 
Must Be Respected — Chief Heubler’s 
Personal Expenses in the Matter. 


Patrolman Robert J. Williams of the Metro- 
politan Department was last evening convicted 
of the abduction of Clede Fleming. A jury in 
the Oourtof Criminal Correction found him 
guilty and fixdd his punishment at imprison- 
ment in the City Jail for a term of three 
months. The subordinate is thus made the 
scapegoat for the offenses of his chief. 

The case against Williams has been before 
the Court of Criminal Correction for two days. 
It was commenced on Friday morning, and 
an adjournment taken tothe afternoon upon 
‘the application ofthe attorneys for the de- 
tense who asked for a jury. A panel of 
eighteen men was selected that day, and the 
active introduction of evidence was 
commenced yesterday morning. At 
lo’clock in the afternoon the prosecution 
rested. At2:30 the defense was commenced, 
and not until7 o’clock dia it close. Then a 
recess was taken until 8 o’clock. The jury 
returned from supper promptly at that hour. 
Twenty-five minutes later 

A VERDICT WAS HANDED 
to Clerk Fitzgerald. It was of unexpected 


severity and felilike a bomb in the midst of 
the knot of policemen and others who had 
assembled. It read as follows: 

We, the jury in the above entitled case, 
find the defendant guilty as charged, and as- 
sess his punishment at imprisonment in the 
Uity Jail for a term of three months.’’ 

The verdict in, the members of the jury 
were discbarged at once from further service. 
They had well earned their fees. 

Williams took the verdict very hard. He 
bad been confident of an acquittal all 
through the trial. His hopes had been 
buoyed up by the confident attitude of his 
brother officers and he was ill prepared to re- 
celvye a sentence of the nature returned. 
He turned pale at the reading and the 
hot tears of mortification and disappoint- 
ment were barely restrained. His attor- 
ney, Mr. Crawiey of Keitheville, at once 
asked to have the jury polled. This was done 
without any change. A motion for a new 
trialand an arrest of judemenat was then made 
and the hearing of the arguments set for next 
Friday afternoon at 2 o’clock. 

A NEW BOND 
in the sum of 51, 000 wae made out with Detec- 
tive William Desmond as security. This was 
accepted, and Williams left the court room 
with his attorney and his partner, John 
Hobbs. 

The charge against Williams was abduction 
under the misdemeanor clause. The true 
charge, as set down in the _ statutes, 
isthe unlawful spiriting away of a petitioner 
in a habeas corpus proceeding. Tne case 
grew out of the sensational action first insti- 
tuted against Clede Fleming. The history vf 
this action has been several times printed. 

Olede Fleming has of late made her 
home in Omaha. Her true name is Jennie 
Stewarte and her relatives live in a smail 
town in Llinols. She became involved with 
her landlady in Omaha, and as security for a 
board bil of $26 gave a chattel mortgage on 
her clothing and personal effects.

FALL OF A BRIDGE AT GLENS FALLS WITH 
FATAL RESULT. 


Two Men Carried Away With the Wreck Are 
Rescued—Fatal Fire at Bay City, Mich. 
—Detatis of the Troy (N. T.) Land- 
slide Horror—Fatalities on the Rail—A 
Day’s Mishaps. N 


GLENS FALtis, N. T., March 15.—At halt past 
10 o’ clock this morning an old wooden bridge 
across the Hudson River, connecting this city 
with South Glens Falls, gave way, precip/itat- 


ing seven workmen to the rocks beneath, a 
distance of thirty feet. Two men were in- 
stantly killed and their bodies floated 
away lu the river. Their names 
are Nelson Sanscoul, a workman, 
and George Carr, a mall carrier who was 
standing on the bridge watching the work. 
Carr’s body was recovered half a mile down 
the river; that of Sascoui bas not been found. 
Four workmen were injured. Thomas Hol- 
leran’s leg was broken and he was otherwise 
injured. he names ofthe other three have 
not yet been learned. 

The correct list of the killed and injured is 
as follows: 

Killed—Nelson Sanscouil and Chas. Carr. 

Injured—Tbomas Holleran, head crushed 
and leg broken; will die. 

Thos. Farley, right arm broken; 
drulsed. 

O. J. Bennett, back badly bruised. 

S. W. Werd, severe internal injuries. 

The seventh man, name unknown, escaped 
without injury. The entire bridge fell into 
the stream and was completely wrecked, It 
had been removed from the stone pliers and 
was resting on temporary supports atthe 
time of the accident.

Details of the Trey Horror. 


Tror, N. V., March 16.—A calamity result- 
ing in the death of three persons occurred in

and felt secure. The first 

warning came at 8 o'clock, 

4 l sound was almost immediately 
followed by a crash.that sounded for blocks 
away and awakened householders to a scene 
which they will never forget. The first ar- 
rivals at the spot were enveloped in clouds of 
dust, and through the — a pile of debris 
was all that could be discerned. Two hours 
elapsed before the extent of the accident 
could be learned. Conflicting stories were 
told of the number of people buried in the 
ruins of the house, and the facts were difficult 
to obtain until daylight. The occupants of 
the house were sixteen in number. 

The killed are: Mra. Johanna Hogan, aged 
40, widow. 

Mrs. Mary Nonan, her mother, aged 88 
years. 

Annie Burns, grand-child of Patrick Can- 
field, aged II years. 

The persons killed occupied sleeping apart- 
ments in the rear part of the building. 
Others who escaped were in front of the 
house. The senior Canfield was slightly 
bruised about the legs, but was able to walk. 
Hundreds of volunteers under the direction 
of Sergt. Lawton of the First Precinct, and 
Officers Cunningham and Fox commenced 
work at once upon the debris, and 
at 5:30 o’clocg the boay of 
the child was taken from the ruins 
and removed to Burke’s undertaking rooms. 
The aged Mrs. Nonan was found a few minutes 
later, and near her the body of Mrs. Hogan 
was found. The remains were taken to No- 
lan’s undertaking rowms. The bodv was 
badly disfigured. The injuries to Mrs. Nonan 
consist of a broken leg. The two women 
were undoubtedly suffocated beneath the 
wreck. Patrick Canfield, Sr., was seen at an 
early hour this morning in the vicinity of his 
former home. He said, in answer to ques- 
tious concerning the affair: 

„We knew nothing about it in the house. 
The first warning I had of the landslide was 
when 1 awaken and felt the walie falling. 
The sound was one that confused me 80 great- 
ly that I could not tell for some time what 
had happened. AllI know about it is that as 
could collect my senses I crawled 
out of the ruins and found thatI was not in- 
ee excepting where my leg hurt me a little. 

ne girl, Annie burns, is my grandchild. she 
was sleeping with the other two children in 
the back room. 

One of the most singular features of the dis- 
aster is the fact that all the persons in the 
building who were not killed outright suac- 
ceeded in extricating themselves from the 
mortar, bricks ana timber unassisted. Before 
help had arrived they were safe on the street, 
mingling with the crowd and a ag in the 
search for the buried bodies.

The Indian School Still in a Demoralized 
Cobditieon—A Fight Promised. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

LAWRENOB, Kan., March 15.—The state of 
affairs at Haskell Institute, the large in- 
dustrial Ind lan school, is in a very unsettled 
condition at present. A very bitter feeling 
exists between the Superintendent, Charles 
Francis Meserve,and his employes and pupils. 
A week ago there was an open fight between 
the boys of two different tribes. 
Ie has since deen developed that 
at another time some of the 


students rebelled against one of the teachers 
and even used violence. Yesterday one of the 
Indian boys was convicted of assault and bat - 
tery and sentenced to ninety days inthe 
County Jail. To-day a Pottowatomie boy was 
expelled because he refused to answer a ques- 
tion asked by the Superintendent. A number 
ofthe best employes have been dismissed 
without cause, the last being Prof. 
Atchison, who was principal teacher. 
A representative of PostT- 
DISPATCH visited the institution yesterday. 
The feelings of the employees were very 
strongly expressed. They stated ‘‘that the 
school was making no progress whatever; 
there was no harmony between employes and 
superintendent; the students were becoming 
rebellious and kad no respect whatever for 
the head of the institution.’’ They charged 
Mr. Meserve with discharging Kansas em- 
ployes merely to fill their places with Eastern 
parties; thathe has no knowledge whatever 
of the work of instructing the Indlans and 
that he is guided entirely in bis management 
by the advice of is head olerk, a 
Democrat. Mr. Meserve refused to discuss 
the matter in any way. Mr. Meserve was 
appointed last September by*Commissioner 
Morgan of Indian Affairs, notwithstanding a 
very strong opposition from Senator Ingalls 
and Kansas people. His experience as an 
educator was limited to the A ey ae ofa 
Ward School in Springfield, Mass. He had had 
no experience with the Indians, and did not 
seem to understand how to deal with the giris

No woman who has not 
done der part by voting on election day 
and expressing her preference for candl- 
dates at the primary has any right 
to fina fault if the worst possible 
person should be chosen to office. The care 
of the chiidren in our city schools is intrusted 
to a School Board, and upon ita make-up de- 
pends largely the character of the schools,and 
the training which is forming for all time the 
character of the children who will soon be 
the men and women of eur State.

4 Familiar Figure on the Streets of the City, About Whom Very

His Famous Constitutional“ by Which Time-Pieces in the West End Are Regu-

A Washington 
celebrity and a non-Oatholic responded: ‘‘The 
Archbishop of 81. Louis! The SuNDAY 
PosT-DISPATCH, fully appreciating the Arch- 
bishop’s dislike to publicity, has decided that 
the life of the prelate ought not longer to be 
withheld from its readers, thousands 
of whom take much interest in hin. 
Only a careful statement of the incidents of 
the Archbishop's life is given, and also a 
minite study of the daliy routine, which more 
than anything else, in its simplicity, shows 
his character and his exalted position in the 
Catholic hierarchy. It ie not at all extrava- 
gantto say that Archbishop Kenrick is the 
most remarkable Roman Catholic in the coun- 
try to-day. He isthe oldest bishop in active 
duty, the oldest priest, one of the most dis- 
tinguished theologians, in fact, the ‘‘grand 
old man ot the Church in America. In St. 
Louls he te a favorite with all classes, and is 
looked upon as one of the sights and one of 
the pillars of the city. With his people 
be is an idol. There have been no 
discussions, no strifes in his diocese and his 
lan bas been supreme. His sympathy with 
each and al of his clergy, 

kindness and entleness to them 
in their trials, is compassion at all 
times, bis forbearance to those who caused 
him keenest pein, has been the keynote to his 
peaceful administration. Most v. Peter 
Richard Kenrick, Arehbishop of 86. Louls, 
was born in Dublin, Ireland, August 17, 1806. 
His early education was obtained through 
pervese tutors, and later on his classical stud- 
68 were supervised by his uncle, Rev. Richard 
Kenriok. aving completed the theological 
course at the liege of Maynorth, he was 
ordained by the Archbishop of Dublin in 1832. 
After ordination he was attached as curate of

He is aman who never utters two words 
where one will suffice; he makes no expiana- 
tion—no one expects that be shall. Wust 
the Archbishop says once Is lrrevocable, 
become a saying yen the Catholics of Mis 
sour!. He never decides without thought, 
and when once that decision is reached no 
earthly power can change him. Not that he 
is not open to conviction, but simply that he 
has reasoned with himself before his deter- 
mination has been reached, and the seif-ar- 
ument is conclusive and nal. A record of 
is daily life, which has been unchanged for 
the oe fifty years, shows how regular his 
habits are. At5o’clock he rises. After med- 
itation and pare he repairs to the chapel 
adjoining his room, where Ne says mass at 6 
o'clock, Formerly some one served mass for 
him. Of late ears he serves him- 
self, having received a special privilege 
to do this from Rome. After mass he 
breakfasts at 6:30. The breakfast is served 
plainiy but well. His diet is a light one, 
usually consisting of coffee, bread, and per- 
hape an egg or some oatmeal. At the con- 
clusion of breakfast His Grace seeks his study, 
where he reads, attends to necessary business 
affairs, or writes until 11, when he receives 
visitors before luncheon, which is a simple 
affair, served in his dining-room at 12. 
For two hours after his time is occubied in 
reading, writing or prayer, though he will 
see visitors who callon important affairs at 
thistime. At8o’clook Hits Grace leaves the 
house for a walk (varying this rule only when 
summer arrives, when, owing to the heat, 5 
o clock is the hour chosen). This walk is an 
index of bis methodical character. 
With the exception of a few times, 
when he was too ill to leave the house, 
this constitutional has mever been omitted, 
storm or rain, snow, ice, cold, heat, no in- 
clemency of weathcr deters him from the 
walk which is his sole exercise and amuse- 
ment. Leaving his home on Sixteenth street, 
he takes a westward route, and so arranges 
the distance that the going and return consti- 
tutesthe covering of six miles of ground, for 
**six miles’’ is the walk he has taken for 
ears and still takes with clockwork reguiar- 
ty despite his 84 winters. The street he 
selects as his outward route is —— t's 
Olive, though he varies this as inclination di- 
rects, choosing at will Olive, Pine or Chestnut 
strect, his homeward course being 
also on either one of these three routes. 
A newspaper man, who knew his aversion to 
interviews, Once attempted to join him ib his 
walk, with the intention of applying the 
pump, but the Archbishop detected the 
plan atonce and noreportof that interview 
has ever been published, although the scheme 
had been deeply laid and the reporter had 
waited many days for a favorable oppor- 
tunity. He will not talk for publication and 
cannot be induced to break this rule. 
In this walk his regularity isso well known 
that people who live on the way passed b 
His Grace have come to a habit of saying: 1: 
is such and such an hour, for the Archbishop 
has just gone out for his walk, or ‘‘Itis 
rowing toward 6, for His Grace is returning 
1ome. In this solitary jaunt the Archbishop 
stops to speak to no one, and few ever inter- 
rupt him by conversation. Yet all along the 
route people bow to him and are always sure 


His Grace on his return from the Eccumenical

It has a slight yore evciosed by an iron railing 
and two sets of stone steps are in front of the 
door. The Archbishop’s rooms, those de- 
voted to his own exclusive use, are as follows: 
The front room of the third story serves as his 
bedroom; this is plainly but neatly 
furnished strictly according to his 
ascetic tastes. Adjoining this is the 
very heart of the house, the private chapel of 
His Grace. This room is 12 by 14 feet and has 
two doors—one leading from the Archbishop’s 
sleeping apartment, the other from the hall- 
way. There are three windows in the chapel 
—one square, two others circular in shape.

The Archbishop remonssrated as did a 
friend (the gentleman who told the SUNDAY 
Post- DISPATCH representative of the narrow 
escape), but the coachmapn drove still closer 
to the edge of the embankment, until the fall- 
ing of the vehicle seemeda foregone con- 
clusion. In vain the Archbishop called the 
coachman to stop. he gentieman 
with the prelate angered and alarmed 
sprang to the mah’s side and 
seized the reins, | g the horses to 
safety. Onceat home the Aronpionep was 
much disturbed and remarked the strange 
feelings that disturbed him after the escape. 
The next morning the driver came to the 
Archbishop and in an excited manner demand- 
ed to be allowed to say mass. The discovery 
was then made thatthe man was hopelessly 
Insane and had been so for many months be- 
fore thetime, and only for the presence of 
the friend, without doubt the ‘prelate’s life 
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and the sacred articles necessary for the mass 
service. In this chepel every day the mass is 
celebrated. Very few people have ever seen 
the interior—only the clergy and members of 
the household. Besides the dining-room, 
which he uses in general with other members 
of the house, the ladies above- 
mentioned, artd which is quietly 
but comfortably furnished, comes the room 
oftenest occupied by the prelate. This study 
is also his parior or reception room, as he 
does not enter the front parlor, which is sub- 
ject to the convenience of the household.

Father Ryan, now Archbishop of Philadel- 
phia; Father Hennessy, now Bishop of Du- 
buque; Father Feehan, Archbishop of Chicago 
(called always by His Grace of 
St. Louis „that admirable gentle- 
man’’); and Rev. Father Francis M.

He performs all the difficult duties unaided, 
his confirmation tours beginning early in 
spring and lasting allsummer. lle makes the 
trips to the different towns of his diocese with 
a perseverence and activity wonderful in 
any one, marvelous in a man of his advanced 
years. On these travels he is usually 
accompanied by Vicar-General Father Brady 
and the colored man before mentioned. 
The Archbishop ts a splendid traveler, bear- 
ing the fatigues and worries of travel with far 
more endurante than men younger in years, 
and often when his companions are tired he is 
brisk and energetic as in the I r of the 
ouruey. He has made in hia life two trips to 
zurope, the last 3 when called to the 
Ecumen fecal Council. n twenty-five years at 
a time he never took avyacation until sternly 
ordered by bis physician. Yielding, he took 
vacations usually selecting the Eastern States 
for bis route. A characteristic incident is told 
by a well-known l@dy of this city in or to 
one of his brief stays at Saratoga. At the time 
of this absence cholera broke out in St. 
Louls. The Archbishop learning of this 
turned to the lady and her husband 
saving: ‘‘I1 must telegraph immediately to see 
if lam needed.

not appear as usual, A Sister of Charity 
at St. Vincent’s Seminary relates the occur- 
rence in the following manner: ‘I was then 
in Philadelphia, and attended the cathedral 
where Archbishop Kenrick of Philadelphia 
said mass every morning. One day I went as 
usual, and with the congregation waited — 
tiently for the Arehbishop's coming. he 
hour for mass came, tnen passed, but no 
Archbishop came. Atlength alarm was felt, 
which became conviction when a priest came 
out to tellus our loved Archbishop had just 
been found dead, He had evidently died the 
night before, justas he was about to retire, 
for he was seated in a chair by & 
table, the bed being untouched, which 
showed bis death as having occurred 
the night previous. On his face wee & 
calm smile, and his hands were folded over 
his breast in the form of across.’’ This was 
a great blow to His Grace of St. Louis, for he 
had been tenderly attached to his brother. 
Whether the Archbishop has made a per- 
manent contribution to literature cannot yet 
be ascertained, as be will not confide his 
plans to any one, but from every indication it 


As a business man he excels, his capacity asa 
financier being remarkable, He has devoted 
Hbimeseelf entirely to the government of his 
diocese, and the amount of business to which 
he personally attends is wonderful. He is 

rompt in all things, especially in replying to 

utiness letters. These he always wi ites him- 
self, never allowing anyone to assume this 
task, for these letters are marvels of concise 
construction, brief, IAconſe and to the point. 
On the death in 1858 of Father Heim, a priest 
who had devoted himself to taxing charge of 
the finances of the Catholic working people 
who desired to saye and did notdesire to as- 
sume the risk which saving in a bank neoces- 
sitates, the Archbishop continued Father 
Heim’s good work, establishing a 
sort of private banking house. lle 
gave entire charge of this affair to Mr. F. 
S. Laughton, in whom he had unbounded 
confidenee, the charge being, however, under 
hia close personal inspection, he being care- 
fulevery day to look over accounts. For more 
than twelve years thie continued when, hav- 
ing a very large deposit, he conciuded to sell 
all the property and pay all his indebtedness, 
leaving a large surplus. Some convents, asy- 
lums and religious institutions owed. him 
greatly and he made a generous offer to each 
of these institutions to receive only half of 
what was due, allowing them to consider the 
debts liquidated. Fearing il health or acci- 
dent, he settied the affairs of his private bank 
and in appreciation of Mr. Langton’s aid dur- 
ing the twelve years’ service his grace pre- 
sented him with a present of 32,800. His 
financial condition at present shows that he 
represents a large amount, but it is appropri- 
ated for different purposes. He has reserved 
for himself not as much as the dignity of 
his vosition requires, but still sufficient for 
his necessities. Forty thousand dollars is 
probably the greatest extent of his own per- 
sonal fortune. 

One of the events of his life was the Ecumen- 
ical Council when the infallibility of the Pope 
was decided upon. Plus IX. wished the infali- 
libility to be declared an article of faith. All 
the bishops and cardinals of the world were 
present and gave their voice in favor of the 
dogmasave two-—the Arcobishop of Paris, 
Mgr. Georges Darboy, who was ‘alter- 
wards killedin the French insurrection, in 
187i, and the Archbishop of St. Louis. Arch- 
bishop Kenrick did not oppose. the dogma. 
The stand he took was tbat it was not expedi- 
ent that papal infallibility should be pro- 
claimed at that time. 

Archbishovo Darboy frst gave in to the 
majority aud then his grace of St. Louis also 

isided his opinion to the willof the eburch. 

In his return from Rome he preached on New 
Years Daya eermon from the pulpit of St. 
John’s Church at high mass, explaining his 
attitude and acknowledging and declaring 
the infalibity of the Pope. This sermon 
created great interest. In 1872, on April 14, 
Father Ryan the vicar-general was conse- 
crated bishop and coadjutor, with right of 
succession to the St. Louis miter. 
Thisstep consifierably lightened the duties 
of His Grace, and s luce that time 
he has appeared seldom in outside church 
duties, though since Bishop Ryan's departure 
andthe refnealof the Archbishop to accept 
any coadjutor, he is seen more frequently of 
late years. During the war the Archbishop 
remained neutral, declining to take any part 
in the civil discord. So determined was be in 
this respect that he decided not to read any 
newspaper or any newsof tue progress of 
the war at all. This habit of not reading the 
papers became a Oxture of principle with him, 
as he never reads of the events of the day, 
although important matters are verbaliy con- 
veyed tohis knowledge. A local incident of 
his determined attitude in knowing nothing 
of the war will be of interest. Father Bannon 
of St. John’s, who desired to be a chaplain in 
the Southern army, decided to do tunis good 
atanyrisk. Heknew the Archbishop would 

so he disguised himself for his jour- 
ney. With the ald of a civilian’s dress, false 
side whiskers, etc., he effected hie departure 
from the city. To Mr. Langton, who aided 
‘him in procuring the disgulse, he handed 
a letter to be given tothe Archbishop. After 
his departure Mr. Langton went to IIte Grace 
with the letter. Father Bannon has gone 
South, said the bearerof the missive. ‘‘I 
have heard so, said the Archbishop. ‘‘And 
he has left thisletter for Your Grace, added 
Mr. Langton. ‘‘Keop it! laconically re- 
plied the Arshbishop. Sothe letter was un- 
delivered. 

Another incident Indicative ef the character 
of the Archbishop occurred when the Provost 
Marshal sent to ask His Grave to put 
an American banner on the church. 
His answer was, No other banner 
may be placed there, for already there stands 
one which alone shill stay, the banner of the 
church,’’ pointing toward the cross which 
decorates the front of tbe cathedral. 

Asan orator the Archbishop was especialiy 
fine, his voice was calm and impassioned, his 
delivery one of thorough and convincing ar- 
gument. At the Cathedral bis Lenten ser- 
mons created such interest that the church 
was crowded untl entrance was barely 
Aer As atheologian he is celebrated. 

eis a profound, erudite scholar, is master 
of Latin and Greek, well acquainted with 
Hebrew and speaks thoroughly the four con- 
timental languages. Heis a scientist, some- 
«what of a mathematician,*a good astronomer 
and knows much of physics. 

He supported at one time, 
sick riests, twenty-one insane people 
at different asylums. Besides this no 
one can estimate the Fenerosity be shows to 
the widows and orphans. One lady who haa 
given large sums to the church, lost ber 
money at her busband’s death. She was del- 
fjceate and of advanced years. His Grace re- 
mewbering her r rented a heuse for 
ber in Carondelet and paid for a servant to 
attend her until her death, supplying all ber 
wants and necessities. He at one. time be- 
came chaplain to the Sisters of Charity, when 
they were stationed on Fifth and Wainut, 
near his Cathedral, instead of leaving that 
Auty to a priest as a less humbie prelate 
would have done.

is highly probable that he is now engaged on 
great work, if it’s not already compieted as 
some people suppose. 

The peculiarity ig that he will never accept 
any tribute of admiration, except cordial ex- 
pression. In connection with this a promi- 
nent divine, who knows the Archbishop per- 
baps better than any one cise, assured a SUN- 
DAY PostT-DISPATCH representative that 
the proposed testimonial, which is next 
August, supposed to take place to celebrate 
the 85th birthday. His Grace will not be 
accepted by the Prelate, as many think it 
will, as be will not depart from bis custom of 
absolutely not receiving any public demon- 
atration. 

It would not do to conclude this sketch 
without a notice of his library, which is the 
richest in religious literature in St. Louis and 
one of the finest general collections in 
the United States. There are 
thousands volumes, some of 
them being over three hundred 
years old, and besides those of great antiquity 
he has also all the modern works of litera- 
ture, books of prose and poetical value. This 
library was formerly atthe Cathedral, when 
Ilie Grace was stationed there, but upon bis 
removal to his present residence he had the 
library conveyed to some rooms remodsied

for that purpose and attached to the parochial 
residence of St. Louis, and has, true to his 
generous nature, given it over to the use of 
the priests of the diocese, allowing them 
to come there at will to read and study. 
Formerly the Archbishop used to come there 
himself, but of late years he has not done so. 
This library is to discend on his death to the 
Seminary of the Priests when it is established. 
The accompanying sketch, made by the Sex 
DAY POS8T-DISPATCH astist, clearly portrays 
the library just as it is. 

Many old friends keep up the custom of the 
old times and call on His Grace on New Year’s 
Day, when they are always pleasantly re- 
ceived. The infirmities of oid age have not 
yet come upon him. He is capabie of reading 
yet aloua, when he desires, as well as to him- 
self. One of his favorite poets is James Clar- 
ence Mangan, and the ‘‘Twenty Golden Years 
Ago’’ of this brilliant poet is said by many to 
be the favorite poem of all others with His 
Grace. Now that the 85th birthday of the 
venerable prelate is approaching this city 
which is his home views him with a feeling 
that each day adds one more link in the chain 
of time that must, despite bis grand pbysical 
endurance, bring him at last to the great 
hereafter. Yet there is all prospect that with 
his mode of life and his capability of exercise 
many seare are yet left to him.

PROSPECTS FOR WHEAT. 

Reports coming from seven counties in the 
different parte of Southern and Central Iill- 
nois indicate a serious damage to wheat by 
the late cold weather. Samples of the frozen 
a were shown at the meeting of the State 

oard of Agriculture this week at Peoria. The 
warm weather during February caused the 
sapto rise to such an extent thut the plant 
was in a very tender condition when the frost 
of March came. The greatest injury has been 
done to the Fultz wheat, as it isa swamp 
variety and advances in growth much more 
rapidly in the early season than the old golden 
chaff or Mediterranean. The condition of many 
fields of Fultz now indicates a total loss of 
that part of the crop. In some parts of Uentral 
Illinols the peculiar quality and condition 
of the soil has been more favorabie to the 
other varieties. Enough has been learned to 
warrant the statement that the peach crop in 
this State is ruined. Pears are injured toa 
considerable extent. Apples and cherries, so 
far, are safe. Strawberries bave not suffered 

reatiy where properly mulched and cared 
or, but are killed where they were not well 
protected. This information comes from sev- 
eral of the principal fruit growers where the 
bulk of the crop in this State is raised. The 
Illinols Board of Agriculture has decided to 
hold no fair during the year that the World’s 
Fair is held, provided it is located at Chicago, 
which, at this time, appears rather doubtful. 

CAPITAL NOTES. 

There is a wonderful temperance movement 
in tbe Roman Catholic churches here. The 
Catholic Total Abstinence Society has been 
formed and starts out with 170 members. 

The case ofthe great Chicago Gas Trust_is 
in the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court ahd 
will probably be disposed of at the present 
term, at Ottawa. The court has already de- 
cided that itisan illegal organization, and if 
the bearing is denied and aremanding order 
issued, steps will be immediately taken to 
wind up the uffairs ofthe concern. There is 
great interest in the case as the decision goes 
to the whole question of trusts and combina- 
tions in restraint of trade, and puts the Court 
on record in favor ofthe people’s interests. 

The Governor has appointed John G. Eustis 
ot New York and John A. Hellory of New Or- 
leans to be Commissioners of Deeds in their 
respective States.

THE EX-GOVERNOR’S POLITICAL REMAINS 
BEFORE THE HOUSE COMMITTEE 


Further Testimony in the Ohio Ballet-Box 
Forgery Case—Col. Sands Shedding New 
„Light on the Dark Subject — Expert 
Weod the Scapegoat—The Committee 
Adjouraus Till Monday. 


ASHINGTON, March 

18. — The House 

Committee charged 

with mvestigatlon of 

the Ohio dballot-box 

forgeries met this 

morning for the first 

time since February 12 

and continued taking 

testimony. Col. A. C. 

Sands of Cincinnati was 

sworn. He said he was 

not engaged in any act- 

we business. He had 

) held official positions in 

Ohio under both the State and Federal Gov- 

ernment. President Lincoln appointed him 

United States Marshal for the Southern Dis- 

taict of Ohio and President Grant had ap- 

pointed him one of the Northern Pacific Rall- 
road Commissioners. 

The witness said t dat he had always been 
friendly to Gov. Foraker, and was on good 
terms with the Governor’s private secretary, 
Mr. Kurts. On September 30 he met Mr. 
Kurts in Gov. Foraker’s office. In answer to 
questions by Representative Grosvenor, the 
attorney for Messrs. Sherman, Butterworth, 
McKinley and the other Representatives and 
Senators who demanded the investigation, 
Cel. Sands denied he had told Mr. 
Kurts on September 30 that he had 
read the Governor’s ballot box 
speech and that it was a ‘‘corker,’’ or that 
he had been sent to Washington to see certain 
Congressmen in connection with the ballot 
box bill. He had not told Mr. Kurts that 
Representative (now Governor) Campbell saw 
the President twice in regard tothe ballot 
box bill, nordid he say anything involving 
Gov. Campbell in connection with the matter. 
The witness denied that he told Mr. Kurts 
that Gov. Campbell had endeavored 
to have the tariff discussion in the 
House suspended in order that 


the ballot Dox bill might be put through. He 
nad not said he (the witness) bad seen any 
ballot box cosmtract, nor had he said to Mr. 
Kurts that leading Congressmen had signed 
the contract. Furthermore, the witness said, 
he bad never come to Wasbington on business 
connected with the alleged contract. 

This testimony is in direct denial of that 
given before the committee by Mr. Kurts 
who swore that he and Col. Sands had had 
a conversation in which Col. Sands had 
made the admissions which tbe 
in his testimony denied. Col. Sands 
told of a further conversation with 
Mr. Kurts in the Gibson-house im Cincinnati, 
about a letter written to bim by Mr. Kurts, 
stating that he Was not responsible for the use 
of Col. Sands name in connection with the 
ballot box matter in the Commercial Gazette. 
Mr. Kurts was anxious to obtain possession ot 
the letter and the conversation was unlimport- 
ant. The witness denied that he had appealed 
to him notto.tellof the alleged conversation 
at Columbus. 

At the time Mr. Kurts gave his testimony be 
fore the committee the witness was lying crit!- 
cally ni at his home. He thought that the fact 
that be was so ill, was not published in the 
newspapers. He rea Mr. Kurts 
testimony in a newspaper and telegraphed 
immediately to Gen. Grosvenor stating that 
the growth of the imagination and memory of 
Mr. Kurts was something remarkable, and 
that the committee should surely not close its 
proceedings until his testimony had been 
taken. On September 30, the witness had 
had a conversation with Gov. Foraker. This 
conversation was about Wood. The Governor 
thought that Wood was a clever man, and 
said that he was to furnish him (Gov. For- 
aker) with ail the papers in the ballot- box 
matter. The witness had told the 
Governor to place too much con- 
fidence in the statements of a 
man who was willing to gain the confi 
dence of friends and then betraythem. The 
Governor said that he had the highest vi- 
dence that Mr. Campbell and others were con- 
nected with a ballot-box vontract. Gov. For- 
aker had not shown him the forged paper. 
done so, the witness would bave 
stopped matters then and there. Had he 
seen the names of Senator Sherman and Rep- 
resentative Butterworth on the a- 
per be would have known that 
the paper was not genuine. The witaoess 
had also told Mr. Kurts to tell the Governer to 
be.very careful about Wood becanse Wood 
had told the witness that he (Wood). was 
working for Campbell. Wood bad told him 
that Mr. Campbell had been twice to see the 
President in connection with the ballot box 
matter but witness had not repeated this to 
Mr. Kurts.

Northwestern Residents Frepose to Force 
the Retirement of the Bobtails by Refus- 
ing to Pat Their Nickels in the Box—The 
Campaign to 
Legislation. 


HE people of St. Louis 
are soon to betreated to 
an inte ing bobtall 
war. C zo, Boston 
and other cities have 
had them, but this wil 
be the first that has ever 
taken place in this city. 
Strikesin which street 
car drivers and con- 
ductors have refused to 
work for their employ- 
ers have been experi- 
enced here, but never 
has there been a trial of strength and endur- 
ance between the companies and their patrons 
That there will soon be one is now an almost 
assured fact. The battle will commence on 
April 2 and last until one side or the other tires 
and givesin. Itis to be inaugurated under 
the auspices of the Northwestern Improve- 
ment Association, an organization composed 
of people residing in the northwestern part of 
the city, who have banded together for the pur- 
pose of promoting the interests of that section, 
When this organization was formed à little 
over a year ago, a railroad committee was 
appointed and visited the street rallway mag- 
nates for the purpose of having them retjre 
their bob-tall cars, and also to endeavor 
to secure better and quicker motive 
power than a palr ot jack rabbits. Mr. Seul- 
lin promised to do all in his power for them, 
a@d did introduce an ordinance asking per- 
mission to operate an overhead wire 
electric road, but nothing ever came 
of the matter and his patrons 
continue to ride up and down town behind a 
pairof midget mules in aun abbreviated car 
where each man in compelled to act as his 
own conductor. The residents of this section 
seem to be particularly blessed in the „ ot 
the bobtails. They have the Mound City line 
of John Soullin, the Union Line and the Ben- 
ton-Bellefontalne line. When they want to 
go from their homes to the West End or 
South Side they also have the 
advantage of the Jefferson avenue 
line of bobtails.

The Shamrock. itive people and dis- 
closed the civilizations of antiquity, no peo- 
ple has been without faith in the cross—a faith 
not always clear and firm, but still a very real 
and positive faith. Nor is it as a symbol 
only that the cross is of interest. 
It is found everywhere in nature—in 
the animal, vegetable and mineral kingdoms, 
in light air and water—andin science it may 
be produced by natural agencies working 
through chemical reactions. In architecture 
and heraldry—in fact everywhere we look the 
cross isseen asa persistentand ever pres- 

ent form. 

Christ, the light of the world, was nailed to 
the or which isthe emblem of light and 
curiously enough physicists tell us that the 
**beams’’ of light shot out from a 
luminous body are in the form ot 
an innumerable number of crosses. 
The diagram given of a beam of light wil! 
convey the impression better perhaps than 
words. It ie composed of a series of parallel 
rays, forming an infinitude of crosses. Water 
when itassumes the form of snow, frost or 
ice appears as a collection of endless and 
ever-varying crosses and crystals. In the 
mineral kingdom the cross appears in crys- 
talline formations and also in fossil remains. 
Inthe vegetable kingdom one needs only to

recall the most familiar flowers and plants 
and the prevalence of the cross in that king- 
dom will be acknowledged. Of crossed ani- 
mals itis only necessary to refer to thu illus- 


trations of

spicules Of sponges which can be multiplied 
by reference to any work on natural history, 
and even many ofthe higher animals, inelud- 
ing man himself, are cruciform in certain 
positions or while engaged in certain actions. 
All this, while it may not add anything to the 
significance of the cross as a symbol of relig- 
fous belief, certainly adds to its interest. 

It is well known that the cross is a pre- 
Christian symbol. Amongthe ancient Egyp- 
tians, the Phonicians, the Greeks and the 
Indians the cross-bow has been found, and 
invariably sdme subtle or symbolic 
meaning has been attached. It was 


a sacred sign thousands of years de- 
fore the Saviour gave it imperisbabie 
meaning by his death—at the place of the 
skull. aring-Gould says ot this: I see no 
difficulty in believing that it formed a portion 
of the primeval religion, traces of which exist 
over the whole world among every people; 
that trust in the cross was a part of the an- 
cient faith which taught men to believe ina 
trinity, in awar in heaven, a paradise from 
which men fell, a flood and a Babel; a faith 
which was deeply impressed with a convic-

on that a virgin should conceive and bear 
son, that the dragon’s head should be 
bruiged, and that through shedding of biood 
should come remission.’’ It is not alittie 
curious that the cross, which as a symbol 
seems to be a partof the very life of every 
ancient faith, was a vulgar instrument of pun- 
ishment among the Romans, and as such g- 
ured In the most momentous event in history. 
Lovers of coincidences will find food for spec- 
ulation in this, while Christians will fund food 
for thought, and may think their faith 
strengthened by what will appear to them the 
working of the Divine hand. 

Among the Egyptians, Osiris, by the cross 
conferred eternal life upon the spirits of the 
just. Among the Scandinavians Thor was to 
smite the great dragon’s head and restore the 
lain to life, and the mothers of ancient—ante 
Roman—ltaly laid their babies at the foot of 
the cross, expecting thus to shield them from 
the malevolent influence of the spirits of the 
air. Among the Gauls

Among the early Christians the sign of the 
crose was made before all the principal acts 
ofthe day, and it also entered, phen as now, 
in many religious ceremonies!

As asign there was a curious diversity in its 
use. At rst the hand was extended, but the 
sign was made by the thumb only. The 
Greeks ma it with the three fingers joined 
in honor ote trinity. In Russia at the pres- 
ent time on ligious party, the Orthodox or 
Established Faith, uses the cross of six points, 
while tue opposing party uses the eight- 
pointed cross. A spear and a sponge some- 
times accompany the cross, having reference 
to the wound in the side made dy the 
Roman spear and the sponge of vine- 
gar. In making the sign the Orthodox 
put the thumb and frst and second 
fingers together, while the other party, the

THE USE OF THE CROSS 

In art is of course a common one. Everybody 
is familiar with itin architecture, either as a 
decoration oras an essential featureof the 
plan. But aneven more interesting chapter 
of the history of the cross is found in her- 
aldry. Nearly all forme are to be found from 
the plain Cross of the Passion to the complex 
forms found in Russia and Polish beraidry. 
The cross of St. George was the cross seen 
in the heavens by Constantine with the 
motto In hoe signo vinces. He put the 
red cross on a white sheet as his banner. 
Constantine wasa Briton bybirth and assumed 
the purple at York. Hence the English 
adopted his cross as their national ensign. 
The salter or St. Andrew's cross is another, 
common in heraidry. It ig a plain cross 
placed diagonally on the shield. t was the 
sign of St. Andrew of Scotland and St. 
Patrick of Ireland. All of these 
crosses adopted as national embiems, 
and every Christian nation adopted one 
or other of the many forms, appeared in the 
heavens at some critical moment in the bis- 
tory of the nation. The white oross of St. 
Andrew 1 * tothe Scots while engaged 
in battle with the invading Saxons. This so 
enraged the soldiers that they fought with en- 
thusiastic courage and totally defeated the in-

mon then buried it. When the time of the 
cruciffxion of Christ drew nigh this 
wood rose tothe surface. The executioners, 
when seeking for a suitable beam to serve for 
a cross, found it, and made it the instrument 
of the death of the Savior. After the cruci- 
fixion it was buried on Calvary, but it was 
found by the Empress Helena, mother of 
Constantine the Great, deep in the ground 
with two others May 3, 328. Ohrist’s was 
distinguished from those of 
thieves a sick woman 
cured by tuuching it. It 
carried awuy by Chosroes, King of Persia, on 
the plundering of Jerusalem; but it wxs recov- 
ered by Herodlus, who defeated him in battle 
September 14, 615, a day that bas ever since 
been commemorated asthe Feast of the Exal- 
tation of the Oross. 

This is the legend of the true Cross. Of 
course, it is only a legend, and is probably the 
creation of pure imagination. All we know of 
the cross is that it was made of wood. Tradi- 
tion afürme that it was composed of three 
kinds—cypress, pine and cedar. Another af- 
firms that it was of four kinds—cypress, cedar, 

alm and olive. All sorts of symbolic mean- 
ngs were got out of these materials, but they 
were too mystical to retain a definite form.

Gardone-Riviera is quite a young resort, and 
forms the center of the tract of land between 
Gargnano and Salo, and has ever since the 
time of the Romans borne the name of Riviera 
(riperia). The Latin verses of a poet of the 
sixteenth century contain the remark that 
this part of the Riviera is sheltered from the 
northern winds, butitis only lately that this 
remarkable freedom from the sweep of north- 
ern gales has become of general significance. 

The late Dr. Ludwig Rohden, who enjoyed a 
widespread reputation asa physician for pul- 


. monary diseases, called the attention of the 


public to this place some four years ago, and 
Gardone- Riviera has lustifled the recommen- 
dation in a brilliant manner. 

The weather statistics for the past three 
winters show that during more thau four- 
fifths of the entire space between October and 
May there have been no winds, and that 
strong winds, so disagreeable to invalids, are 
extremely rare; even the spring months, 
which are uncertain at best everywhere, aro 
granted this pleasant concession. The sun- 
shine autograph for January, 1888, shows that 
during that month there were over 183 hours 
of sunshine, broad and full, which means a 
daily average of about six hours. All through 


the winter months thé temperature of the 
Riviera of Lake Garda is that of an isolated, 
warm island, surrounded by a much colder

But that which lends to Gardone and its 
neighborhood its distinctive characteristic is

REPORT OF THE MEETING OF CHIEF WIDE- 
OUT AND CORONADO. 


The Advantage and Attractions of the Chief 
Cities in the State—An Essay on Frohibi- 
tion, Prehistoric Remains, Early Settlers 
and Hunting—The Original Buffalo Bill's 
Heuse—Kansas Corn.

BOUT three 

hundred 
and fifty years ago 
Coronado pitohed 
his tentin Kansas. 
Prior to that itis 
believed that the 
foot of a white 
man had not been 
the author of any 
footprints to speak 
of within her bor- 
ders. The early 
reddish Indian had 
up to that date 
been the sole proprietor of that country. 

Coronado found a fat and friendly set of 
Indians, quite a number oft whom he married 
inacursory manner, after which he. went 
away from the place. He formed the ac- 
quaintance at that time of old Wideout, Chief 
of the Cowbiters, a very warlike and revenge- 
fulrace. Wideout weigfed, it 1s estimated, 
400 pounds, though not very tall, say 5 feet 4 
inches in height. So we may classify him as 
the widest red American, aside from Noah 
Webster, of whom history informs ts. 

Coronado, however, was not In search of 
Indians or a homestead, or even rest and 
change of scene, but he was looking for gold 
at the time, being a cold, grasping native 
such as flourished during the luxurious Cas- 
tilian days or under the New Orleans dyn- 
asty. 

Not finding any gold in the region of 
Wichita, and town lots being far beyond his 
reach, he retraced his steps. He lived, how- 
ever, to regret that he did not secure prop- 
erty there and bold it for a rise. 

For some years the Wichita Indians and the 
Osages occupied the most desirable portions 
of Sedgwick County, andthe buffaio with the 
foreshortened narrative waiked the main 
streets of Wichita unacared. 


The first white man tosettie in the county 
was John Ross. He was followed by his hired 
man, both being buried inthesame grave at 
the earnert solications of the Indians. 

In 18638 Hon. James R. Mead established a 
trading post on the site of Wichita and began 
killing the buffalo in order to clear off suffi- 
clent ground to start the new Board of Trade 
buliding. In three weeks Mr. Mead killed 330 
buffalo, and saved 300 pelts in addition to his 
own. He also saved 3,500 unds of taliow, 
which served to lubricate his boots all that 
wintor. 

William Mathewson, who, it is claimed, is 
the original Buffalo Bin of the frontier, then 
settled here. ois wife was the first white 
woman to come to Wichita. The first official 
act of the County Commissioners was to issue 
a license for a new saloon. 

In 1870 D. 8. Munger kept a hotel, was Post- 
master, carried the mall in his hat, and had 
timeto do a general real estate business, 
watch repairing, lunch atall hours, saws set 
and filed, and also to furnish insurance and 
bank oysters to one and all. Now it requires 
thirteen letter carriers to spread the mail. 

Im 1872 the Wichita Zagle broke its shell, and 
with a shrill scream boucht a new hand press 
and began the opinion-molding business. The 
editor now occupies a luxuriant office, with 
rich tapestries torn from the treasure of 
European princes. He lolis back on a Turkish 
divanin a beautiful suit of pajamas, while 
silent eunuchs from the East do his bidding. 
On the walls are seen costly paintings of Soc- 
rates, Plumb and other prominent Kansas 
men. Agroup picture consisting of Messers. 
Ingalls and Demosthenes hangs above the 
Etruscan fireplace.

DENMAN THOMPSON TELLS OF THE ART 
IN STAGE HUMOR. 


“Touch Human Natur’ an’ You Hew’ Em,“ 
He Says—‘‘Mugging’’ and Ancient Gags 
Are Obsolete Now—The Sort of Fun 
People Love—The ‘‘Hayseed’’ Flavor 
Accidental Hits Often the Best.

HAT is stage hu- 
mor? 

I don’t know as I 
can tell what it is, 
although I have 
been engaged for 
the major part of 
my natural life in 
making other peo- 
ple laugh, or at 
least in persuad- 
ing them to com- 
promise on agood, 

honest smile. Making fun and analyzing it are 
two different things. ‘Taint so easy as it 
looks, nohow. 

One wise fellow—lI forget his name if I ever 
heard on’t—observed that every laugh red- 
dened the blood; but I s’pose a good many 
folks would prefer that their blood should be 
blue and stayso. Still, it might be fairly 
made a question for some future age to de- 
cide whether the man who draws the tears or 
the one who excites the innocent laughter is 
the greatest benefactor. 

I don’t know as there's any gathering in the 
world that can laugh like an American audi 
ence when it gets in the humor and fairly 
started. It is quicker and more appreciative 
than other audiences, and the response comes 
like an exvlosion, so close upon the heels of 
the point as to be almost simultaneous. It’s 
just like the old windmili—you give it a turn 
and off it goes; twon't stop, either, till it 
does of its own accord. The smallest incident, 
the merest trifle, will do it. I have frequently 
seen alittle, unconscious movement on the 
stage provoke roars of unexpected laughter, 
while a carefully studied, elaborate joke has 


failed. . 

One of those accidental hits occurred not 
long ago in The Old Homestead.’’ A servant 
enters the room. Near me is a little table 
with a bell upon it. The servant, while lean- 
ing over the table to speak, happened to touch 


the bell with his sleeve and aloud tinkle was 


the result. I was conscious that it was a bad

A movement of the head, a stumole in mak- 
ing an entrance, a mere cough, will some- 
times set an audience off into convulsions of 
— — These things, once started, even 
accidentally, become a part of the regular 
business. e don’t know precisely what 
there is in them that makes them so effective; 
but you may be sure they have struck a chord 
somewhere and touched human nature. 

The bumor of the American stage has, I 
think, a unique quality of its own. It’s like 
no other humor inthe world. French humor 
is keen, two-sided, sarcastic rapier-like; that 
of Germany is heavy drollery, and the 
English idea of stage humor is, to most 
people, dull and artificial; Irish humor is 


spontaneous and bubbies up straight from the 


heart. Our American variety has taken a littie 
from all of the others, I suppose, but it bas 
taken most of all from the Irish, which has a 
dasbing, racy flavor that mingles well with 
ourown. At the same time the native article 
bas developed to sturdy proportions and can 
standaione. It lies closer tothe heart than 
any other; it is ye natural, and sug- 

ests rather than gives detail. The audience 
s left to supply the biatus or missing link,and 
‘I never knew an American audience that 
needed along explanation in order to see the 
point of a joke upon the stage. 

Outside of pantomime, there is no ‘‘mug 
ging’’ or facial tricks on the American erage. 
nowadays, to create a laugh. These oid- 
fashioned superficialities wouldn't go at ail 
now. Art and nature combine to make the 
humorist, but nature has most of the work to 
do. Astage make-up — be something ex- 
cessively ludicrous, whether in comedy or 
tragedy, and whether for an old or a young 
man, but it’s a mere accessory. The strong 
lines of the piece, and the little lneidegts that 
come up from time to time, and which can be 
taken advantage of, are the main depend- 
ence.

A task very commonig undertaken by an 
inventor is to save some waste which he ob- 
serves; not seldom he sees very serious waste 
where nobody else suspects it. 
An ingenious man with * alr 
of sharp e one day watched a rock- drill 
at work. The tool was boring the rock much 
as an auger makes ite way through a plank— 
by cutting out the whole width ofacircie. It 
ocourred to him that it would save much 
power to simply cut a narrow ring instead of 
awhole circie’s breadth, breaking out and 
removing the cores of rock at suitable inter- 
vals. Hisidea proved successful, especially 
when biack diamonds were introduced for 
the cutting edges of his drill. Muchin the 
same way Mr. Thomson of Lynn greatly 
econpomizes heat by confining it in weld- 
ing to the surfaces to be united, em- 
ploying for the purpose electricity as a 
source of high temperature. Mr. Cowles 
of Cleveland by use of heat from similar 
sources can fuse the ingredients for his 
bronzes with the least possible waste. To 
confine heat where it can do work is tue in- 
tent in using non-conducting felt and gypsum 
to cover bollers and steampipes. It would 

rhaps seem that we should long ago bave 

ad cook stoves covered in this way, so that 
meats might be roasted without roasting the 
cook; yet it remained for Mr. Edward Atkin-. 
son, the well-known political economist, 
recently to construct a cooker with non-con- 
ducting wall, at once saving heat and secur- 

Ing comfort to the cook. A very notable 
example of the efficiency of non-conductors 

is given us in the Atlantic cable. The electric

In the working of metals and metallic ores a 
greet saving of heat has followed from intro- 

ucing heated air instead ofcold air into the 
furnace. At first fuel was used to do this, but 
now part of the heat which was once all sent 
up the chimney is made serviceable. If with 
cold air the temperature of a furnace is 

AT 3,500 DEG. FAHRENHEIT, 

and the melting point of tne iron exposed to 
it is 2,800deg., itis clear that only the excess 
of heat beyond this latter temperature—700 
der., or one-fifth—isa really doing work. 
Now if the furnace increases to 4,200 
deg., then its efliciency at once In- 
creases to one-third—the difference 
between 2, 800 deg. and 4,200 deg. 
Oxygen, the only ingredient of the atmos- 
phere which supports combustion, is held in 
the nitrogen oftheair by a very feeble bond. 
If no waste attended the process the power 
contained in thirteen ounces of anthracite 
would separate from air oxygen enough to 
consume a ton of coal. Not only would an 
exceedingly high temperature result from 
using oxygen instead of air in a furnace, with 
the economy which that would carry 
with it, Dut a vast saving would result 
in the absence of nitrogen, which now 
use lessly abstracts so much from the volume 
as well as the intensity of the furnace’s heat. 
Clerk Maxwell suggested that oxygen might 
be separated from air by centrifugal force, 
somewhat as cream is driven out of milk in 
the Danish machines. One difficulty, how- 
ever, in using oxygen for combustion would 
be in finding materials for a furnace refrac- 
tory enough to withstand its extreme temper- 
ature. Many people when listening at a teie- 

hone require to press the ear closely to the 
netrument—as short a distance as an eighth 
of an inch makes all the difference between 
bearing and missing a message. And this 
while the speaker's voice in the room 
where he is talking may be dis- 
tinctiy heard at a distance of twenty feet. 
The acrial ephere audibly agitated by the tele- 
phonic disc may therefore be but a millionth 
of that set in motion dy the whole of tue 
speaker's Voice. This shows us within what 
wide limits we can hear; quite as wide do we 
find the limits of seeing. fhen the moon is 
at full, anybody with good eyesight can read 
fairly large print; be can do no more in sun- 
light, although its intensity is 800,000 to I in 
comparison. Feeble, therefore, as the effort 
of speech may be, we can still hear a minute 
fraction of it 

THROUGH THE TELEPHONE; 
and despite the friction of discs and the resist- 
ance of wax we oan not only commit speech 
tothe phonograph, but recover it with a fair 
degree of its recognizuble tones. 

A great many ingenious,dev ices owe their or- 
igin to taking some old familiar appliance or 
process and making it serve anew purpose. 
Scareely any invention is commoner than a 

endulum clock, and from one ol its parts a 

ankee inventor has developed a scale much 
more sensitive than the best knife edge bal- 
ance. It we examine the wire rod by 
which a pendulum hangs we will find 
the upper end, where it is fastened to the 
clock-frame, fiattened into the form of a 
spring. Asaspring the metal sways to and 
fro with the very minimum of friction. Sus- 
pending the horizontal rod of his balance 
from just such aepring, Mr. Emery has been 
able not only to construct an exquisitely 
sensitive scale, measuring one part iu 2,350, - 
000, but also to bulld a testing machine in 
which steel bars are drawn out and broken as 
easily as if they were candy—in which the 
force at work is indicated with the utmost 
nicety. Every key one carries in his pocket 
is identified with its lock by a series 
of nicks on its edge. By nicking in 
the same way the backs of his type a New En- 
giand inventor has devised what is perhaps 
the best of the type-setters and type-distrib- 
uters. His machine sets type from a key- 
board resembling that of a type-writer, each 
key on depression freeing its individual let- 
ter; distributing is effected automatically by 
the letters making the circuit of a eylinder, 
and failing by their identifying nicks into the 
compartments of corresponding outline. 
The late Prof. Silliman of New Haven 
was once consulted by a manufacturer 
of Britannia metal ware. Hig ware, 
though attractive in appearance, lacked 
metallic sonority. If that could be conferred 
his market would be much extended. It oc- 
curred at once to Prof. Silliman that careful 
annealing might give the ware sonority by 
permitting the particles to arrange them- 
selves without consiraint. Experiments 
proved his ideato be correct. By immersing 
the articles in an oll bath slowly brought 
very near their melting point, and then per- 
mitting the bath gradually to cool, a high 
degree of sonority was given the metal. 
Sometimes a fact of the commonest kind 
gives an inventor a golden hint. The descent

eye andaskiliful hand. For years children 
have been combining geography and play by 
putting dissected maps together.

counting as it now does more thao twelve 
million voters? May we not expect that as a 
more rational kind of education makes its 
ble Pg education which trains the eye to see, 
and the hands to execute, as weil as the mem 
ory to remember words—we shail find nature 
attacked by invention and discovery with new 
and surprising successes? No sensible man 
should for a moment entertain the idea that 
all the best machines, engines and processes 
have now been invented, and that little or 
pothing of value remains to be added 
to the resources of artand science. There is 
much to accomplish when the best steam 
engines rarely exceed one-twentieth of the 
working power their fuel really contains; and 
when synthetic chemistry has but made a 
e beginning; when almost the whole of 
tallurgy may be revolutionized, when by 
economy of converting heat into electricity 
we become able to reduce and treat ores an 
metals by a current Instead: of aflame. The 
simple truth is that every new instrument like 
the photograpbic camera, the telephone, the 
-galvanometer, the polariscope, the spectro- 
scope, has reiations with every other tool, 
instrument and known to art and in- 
dustry.

It Is Scientific Knewledge That Produces 
Remarkable Inveations—Bow the Must 
Wenderfal Recent Discoveries and In- 
ventions Have Been Made-—The Roser 
Outleek fer the Future.

WELLERS by the sea have 
Di- tor ages that their 
window panes grow dull by 
the sand blown against 
them. Gen. B. O. Tilgh- 
man of Philadelphia about 
twenty years ago was the 
first to see how much this 

familiar fact meant. 
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cuts ite surface, the opera- 
tion could be reduced from 
years to minutes if a great deal of sand were 
blown against the glass by pressure. His ex- 
periments proved his surmise to be true, and 
now in hundreds of factories throughout the 
country the sand-blast is busy not only cut- 
ting class for ornamental purposes, but shap- 
ing granite for builders, and finishing files of 
bard steel for toolshops. When one strikes a 
common sulphur match the phosporous burns 
with a purplish fame, then the sulpbur with 
a yellow hue, and last of all the wood glows 
with reddish rays. From noticing that every 
substance yields its own peculiar color in burn- 
ing, Sir John Herschel long ago suggested 
that these colors might serve to identify the 
substances showing them. Some time after 
he threw outthe suggestion the spectroscope 
was devised, and now by its aid we are able to 
tell whatelements are aglow, not only iu the 
gun, but In the stars as well. One way of in- 
venting would thus seem to consist in careful 
Observation and in thinking out all that an 
observed fact may signify. 
That oll repels water would not seem to be 
a very promising fact for an inventor 
to begin with. Yet it enabled Senefelder 
to give the world lithography. He found 
that writing executed in oily ink could 
be transferred to stone so that he could print 
from the impression. When ink from a roller 
was applied to it the oily lines received the 


ink; as all the rest of the stone was washed 
with water the ink lodged no- 
where else. Several beautiful printing pro- 
cesses based on photography depend on a 
principle as simple as Senefelder’s, namely, 
that certain gelatine compounds are rendered 
insoluble by the action of light. A picture 
taken on a compound of th s kind Is carefully 
washed, leaving in relief every line on which 
light has fallen; from this it is easy to take 
electrotypes for use on an ordinary printing 
press. Seienium 1 
A COMPARATIVELY RARE MINERAL 
withthe exceedingly curious property that 
the electric current it coaveys is most sens 
tive tothe play ot light on the mineral. By 
employing selenium in nis photophone Prof. 
Andrew Graham Bell achieved the wonderful 
result of sending an audible message with no 
other messenger than the solar beam. Among 
the most valuable substances known in the 
arts are the metaliic alloys. It has been 
recently discovered thatstrong as steel is, 
it can be made yet stronger by an alloy of 
8 to 5 per cent of nickel. This 
means that in the future we can 
have larger bridges, higher towers and lighter 
machinery than ever. Ship owners and the 
passengers as well, have had no small cause 
of anxiety in the susceptibility to magnet- 
ism of the iron so largely used in ship Uulid- 
ing. It would seemthatthe chief source of 
error in compasses may soon de removed, as 
itis found that a little manganese alloyed 
with iron produces a metal with scarcely any 
capacity at allfor magnetism. Both tron and 
stee! are now secured against another old foe 
of theirs, rust, by an ingenious pro- 
cess which coats them with 4 
magnetic oxide of iron. Copper has a 
remarkable aptitude for com —7 with 
other substances, and the alloys thus formed 
are among the most valuable known. Brass, 
bronze and bell metal have been inherited 
from remote antiquity; of late years man- 
anese, aluminum, silicon and phosphor- 
ronzes have been manufactured, each pos- 
sessing singular qualities of strength and 
beauty. What determines the character of an 
alloy seems as much a mystery as what de- 
cldes the os a of any other chemical 
compound. he properties of table 
alt do not seem to reside in either the 
suffocating gas, chlorine, nor the highly in 
flammable metal, sodium, which go to dulid 
it up; and who before experiment could have 
said that a little phosphorus added to iron 
would greatly increase its liquidity in the 
molten state, and also materially reduce its 
tenacity? Or that a trifle of arsenic added to 
copper would much affect its conductivity? 
Orthat an alloy of iead, tin and bismuth 
would melt at u much lower temperature than 
any one of these metals itself? 
THIS KASY FUSIBILITY 
of certain alloys has been made the principle 
of a wide variety of automatic appliances 
Promoting safety in case of fire—sprinkiers 
and the like. A good many factories and 
warehouses throughout the country are now 
provided with elevator-hatches, doors and 
shutters, which by means of rods of fusibie 
metai close of themselves when fire breaks 
out. In observatories the changes of tem- 
perature, of direction and force of winds, of 
atmospheric electricity and magnetism are 
automatically recorded. The apparatus is 
photographic,a ray of light prints on sensitive 
paper controlled by clockwork every move- 
ment of the instruments. The sensitiveness 
of electrical apparatus to changes of tempera- 
ure has been employed not only in construct- 
automatic fire-alarms, but also to give no- 
tie on shipboard of the approach of icebergs. 
And electrical appliances can be used not only 
to register and give notice of changes of tem- 
perature, but also of variations in light, sound 
and every other form of force, and this in de- 
gre of the utmost minuteness. Indeed, 
20 sabsitive is Prof. Beli’s photopbone to 
changes in the intensity of light, that he can 
find no artificial source of illumination which 
does not create a continuous noise in it. Since 
the approach of an iron-clad ship can be 
clearly indicated bya delicate electrical ap- 
plianoce, a range-finder has been added to the 
resources of the United States Navy, where- 
by ite gunners can correctly fire at a ship they 
cannot see. Photography to-day performs 
automatically a thousand services for us 
which a century ago were the iaborious 
toll of draugbtsmen and artists. 
It does yet more. In cameras of 
the instantaneous pattern we are now abie 
to catch pictures of birds in the act of Aight, 
borses as they trot or gallop—pictures which 
show artthat many of its conventienal atti- 
tudes are faise. What were considered mere 
grotesques in the art ot Japan, in its repre- 
sentations of animais in active motion, are 
now found to be due simply to more careful 
observation than that of the Western world. 
Draghtemen, in enlarging, 1 and 
copying plans of bridges and buildings 
find photography a great labor-saver. A new 
economizer of time, of much narrower 12 
licability, however, bas been given them in 
he — planimeter. This most ingenious 
device automatically registers the area of any 
figure whatever if a tiny wheel be rolled 
ALONG ITS EDGE. 

It is only of recent years that inventors 
have begun to understand the full meaning of 
the old proverb, that it is a poor rule that 
will not work both ways.

what? Never mind. I am now out and have 
finished my first and last term in any jail. 
Why I was imprisoned has no bearing on the 
subject, as all I wish to do is to tell the public 


bow the men are treated while under sen- 


tence. The prison officials are, of course, ro- 
sponsible for the prisoners and have almost 
unlimited power over them. This they can 
use at will, either to make life as endurable 
for the men as possibile or to make the inside 
of the walls a perfect hell. Instead of 
exercising a moral influence over the prison 
ers and trying to persuade them to lead dit- 
ferent lives on their release from prison they 
only turn them out more hardened and more 


confirmed criminals. 
Absolute power invariably ends in tyranny, 


especially when the men who have the power 
are ignorant and govern only by force, as 
the wardens of the prison generally do. There 
are some exceptions to this rule, but as a gen- 
eral thing the wardens and guards abuse their 
power to thrust every indignity possible on 
the prisoners, which causes a feeling of dis- 
satisfaction and hate to permeate the breast 
of every man confined in the jail. Ido not say 
but what stringent rules must be made to gov- 
ern convicts and criminals, but even while 
doing this itis not necessary to make their 
lives so miserable and unendurable that the 
most desperate modes of escape will be re- 
sorted to in order to get away from the 
gpards. The majority of men who try to es- 
cape are not prisoners who are in for life or 
for the longest terms. They are men who ara 
in for short terms and are so brutally used by 
the guards that they will 
RISK BEING SHOT DOWN 

in order te get a chance to escape. 

This is because they are picked on and made 
the butts of the ill will of,the guards and 
wardens, having incurred td ir displeasure in 
some manner. The men are punished 
m a most disgraceful way for the 


slightest infringement of the rules of the 
prison, and this punishment is inflicted solely 
on the testimony of the guards, who thus have 
the power of aving any man punished 
against whom he bas a grudge. 

The use of the lash in the prison is common. 
Too common to beofany possible benefit in 
keeping order. A man goes to the whipping- 
post, not with the feeling that he is being 
punished for some infraction of the rules, but 
to gratify the ill-feeling of some guard whose 
enmity he has incurred. 

Deputy Warden Bradbury is the one whose 
duty it is to wield the raw- hide in keeping or- 
der. The way the punishment is inflicted is 
as follows: 

The convicts are all marched up in a line in 
the prison lock-step and when what is called 
the old hall’’ is reached they are halted. In 
the middie of the room stands the whipping- 
post and stocks. The men stand faciag the 
instrument of torture and the guards report 
the conduct of their men tothe Warden. One 
complains that one of his men neglected his 
work or was talking to a fellow pris- 
oner; rhaps a prisoner was caught 
carrying bread to his ceil from the kitchen. 
Deputy Warden Bradbury steps up to the 
whippine ra off his coat, rolls up his 
shbirteleeves and in acaressing way picks up a 
rawhide whip, which he intently examines to 
see if it is all right. The culprit is 
brought up to fhe post, where he 
stande shamefacedly awaiting punishment. 
His nands are tied to the post near the 

ound, leaving him in a stooping position. 

is meck is placed under the stocks, which 
are then fastened so that he cannot jerk his 
head away, and he stands in this position 
awaiting punishment. The Deputy Warden 
then steps up, and, seizing the man’s shirt, 
ulls it up around his neck, leaving the bare 
ack exposed. 

The prisoner receives from one to twenty- 
five lashes, according to the offense and the 
number of times he bas been to the post. 

The Warden tucks his shirt sleeve carefully 
above his elbow, takes the raw-hide in his 
hand, plants his feet firmly, and with 

A FULL SWING OF HIS POWERFUL ARM, 
down comes the whip withaswish and «a 
crack upon the bare back of the prisoner. 
Swish! comes the whip again, and the pris- 
oner bites his lipto keep from crying out 
with the pain, as such a thing only increases 
the punishment. 

Crack! The whip again and again strikes the 
ya get flesh, leaving a thick welt along the 
skin, and asthe force of the blows increase 
as the deputy warden warms up to his work, 
the welts assume firstared, then a blue hue 
and finally the blood triegles down over his 
back in littie streams. Agsin and again the 
streaming lash, soft and pliable with the 
warm blood, curis around the naked form of 
the crouching and shrinking prisoner until 
either the alloted punishment has been in- 
flicted or else the prisoner faints from the 
pain and torture. He is then given over to 
the care of the doctors. 

From long practice the whipping master 
can make the whipping much more severe in 
a given number of strokes on the person of 
one prisoner than another. In case he wishes 
to make the pain more intense after one-half 
the strokes have been given, he goes to the 
other side of the prisoner and makes

The whipping of a man by a fellow is indeed 
an inbuman proceeding, but the most 1 
ble, the most brutal and the most fiendish 
mode of punishment is what is called the 
placing of aman in solitary confinement. A 
man to be placed in a dark cell, where no light 
of day can reach him and artificial light is de- 
nied him; where no sound can be heard, 
even the footsteps of bis jailer as he brings his 
food to him and noiselessly thrusts it under 
the door. Where the sound of no 
human reaches bim and the 
muffied sounds carried to bie ear va pw = 
distance alone make known to him t he ba 
fellow men in existence. im ment 
28 would drive a man out of his right 
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geon and that the turnkey never spoke to him 
during bts confinement ag orders had been 
given him to bold no conversation whatever 
with Johnson.

arden Morrison has made a great change 
in the prison since he became Warden. He is 
afriend of the prisoners as much as he can 
be, I — Hei but the whipping- post should 
be abolished. He has no knowledge of how 
severe the whippings are, as he never sees 
them, but I am sure that if he saw one man 
— in this way he would stop the in- 

uman and brutal practice at once. 

No complaint can be make in regard to the 
food. Itis excellent, wholesome, and there 
is plenty of it. The food is placed on 0 
table in large dishes and there is no limit to 
the amountaman can eat. He can have all 
he wants. The clotbing is warm and good 
and the beds are comfortable and warm. Im- 
portant changes were made in these things 
when Warden Morrison went to the prison, so 
the old convicts say. 

„Great minds will differ,“ and so it is with 
the convicts of the Missouri Penitentiary. 
There is one class among them, tramps and 
vagrants, who are being better fed, clothed 
and sheltered than they ever were in their 
lives, who have been heard to say: Here I 
get a square meal and warm clothing. Out- 
side I did not know where the next meal was 
to come from. 

Another class are the professional crimi- 
nals who from varied crimes spent the major 
portion of their lives in different peniten- 
tiaries. No sooner out than in again; actuaily 
compelled to commit some act for somethin 
to eat or nightly shelter; for they are turne 
loose upon the public with no means to seek 
an honest livelihood. This class say the 
Missouri Penitentiary is a ‘picnic.’ ”’ 

There is anotber class, the more intelligent, 
who feel all the bitterness of this disgrace, 
who see nothing but a place of punishment, 
with nothing reformatory in it. Under such 
classifications even convict minds will differ, 
but the Missouri Penitentiary, under its pres- 
ent managewent, is only calculated to turn 
its inmates out more hardened in crime and 
with feelings of hatred toward humanity, be- 
cause of partiality, prejudice and favoritism 
shown by the officers in charge. Many a poor 
devil has to take the lash at the whipping- 
post till the blood flows like a river, because 
of false reports made 8 by the guard of 
hia shop or gang, aud nightly they can be 
seen after the toil of the day, from ons te 
twenty-five, marching to the post. 

JESSE TOLAN, 
called the ‘‘cannon ball’’ and ‘‘Fido’’ dy the 
convicts, is yard-master ana he asserts his 
authority on every possible occasion. 

The doctors’ positions are mere sinecures 
and thev are a very useless class of parasites. 
The prisoners who complain of being ill are 
marcbed in a line to the doctors, who ask what 
is the matter and prescribe all in one breath. 
I have seen men who were so Ill that they. 
could hardly stand up ask the doctor to ex- 
cuse them from work on that day, but 
this wes refused them and when they 
went to the shops they could not 
keep their feet, but fell tothe floor. Ihave 
seen men carried to the doctor by fellow- 
prisoners, but if the doctor felt ly the man 
was compelled to go to work just the same. 

The guards have it in their power to abuse 
the men shamefully. I haveseen a ard 
walk deliberately up to a prisoner and slap 
him in the face without any reason for doing 
so. The prisoner would indignantly protest, 
at which the geet would complain, and the 
prisoner would be tied up to the whipping-post 
that night and be punished. One time I saw 
Tolan, the yardmaster, deliberately slap a 
prisoner in the face, then complain of him for 
repiying and the man was whipped at the post 
until the blood ran down his back. This was 


done on account ofan old grudge against the 


man. 

Complam was made to Mr, Morrison that 
the guards contracted debts in the city, got 
drunk and were generally dis able to the 
citizens, and he was compell to issue strict 
orders threatening the discharge of all men 
who were complained of by the citizens. At 
the last election one guard got drunk and was 
ag tag by the people, barely escaping with 

s life. 

Favoritism is shown the men by the guards 
and deputy wardensjif they will fawn on them 
and tell taleson the others. Such prisoners 
are given easy jobs and havea good time.

HAT the Democrats

Should the Democrats control the next 
House, and wisely use their power and in- 
fluence in devising measures for the reduction 
of taxation, and otherwise liahtening the bur- 
dens of the people, and throw the response 
bility for the defeat of such legislation on the 
Republican party,they will greatly strengthen 
their party and better its chances for success 
in the great struggle for supremacy in 1892. 

How important and conspicuous a figure 
Missouri bas become in national politics and 
the contest for power in the lower House of 
Congress is shown by the fact that it was the 
result of the Congressional elections in this 
State that gave the Republicans control of the 
present House by the small majority of eight. 
Had the Republicans failed to elect the four 
Congressmen from this State, the House would 
have been a tie, as the division of parties 
would then have been 165 Democrats to 165 
Republicans, instead of 161 Democrats to 169 
Republicans as the House is at present con- 
atituted. 

The elections for members of the next 
House will be quite as bitterlyand fiercelv 
contested as they were in the presidential 
campaign of 1888, and the work in Missouri! 
may have as important a bearing in deciding 
party control of that bédy as it did in the 


present House. 

While a review and analysis of the Congres- 
sional vote for several years past in Missouri 
does not disclose the same alarming and 
discouraging facts for the contempla- 
tion of Democrats as the elections for 
State officers and Presidential Electors do, yet 
there is nothing particniarly consolatory or 
encouraging in the congressional outlook in 


this state. 

It is true that the Democratic majority cast 
for members of Congress is greater than that 
cast for State officers and Presidential Elect- 
ors, but that does not make any brighter the 
Democratic prospects for the regaining of any 
ef the lost districts, or even holding all those 
new represented by Democrats. 

Thata clear understanding f the congres- 
tional situation may be had, tne following 
table of majorities in the several districts is 
given:

In the Twelfth District, there were 594 
scattering votes. Credit these to the opposi- 
tion and Congressman Stone has a minority 
of 584 votes intead of a majority of 10. 

In the Thirteenth District, Congressman 
Wade was elected by a minority vote of 16,480, 
as ainst the combined vote of 17,393 cast for 
the Democratic and Union Labor candidates, 
wilh 165 scattering votes, which would in- 
crease his minerity to 1,078. 

SURE DEMOCRATIC DISTRICTS. 

At the next November election, the follow- 
ing districts may be set down assafely Demo- 
cratic; First, Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth, 
Sixth, Seventh and Fourteenth. 

REPUBLICAN STRONGHOLDS. 

Without the most shrewd, skillful manage- 
ment and thorouch educational canvass on 
the partof the Democrats, the Republicans 
will de able to hold the Eighth, Ninth, Tenth 
and Thirteenth. 

And it may be truthfully said thatit will 
require the some sort of management and 
the same educational work on economic 

uestions in the Eleventh and Twelfth 

istricts to keep them in the Democratic 
column, for in the Eleventh District we have 
seen the Democratic majority of 2,671 in 1884 
cut down to 306 in 1888, and in tne Twelfth 
rom 8,869 in 1884 to 10 in 1888. It men like 
Congressmen Biand and Stone, the one pos- 
sessing national renown and prestige, and 
known to all his constituents to be a man of 
the most sterling honesty and integrity; the 
other acareful, shrewd politician and bril- 
liant orator, have not been able to retain 
their majorities, are there not well-grounded 
fears that those districts may slip from us 
election? Should 
the opposition the Democracy 
in those two districts gain in 
anything like thesame ratio from 1888 to 1890, 
that it did from 1886 to 1888, and be able to 
unite on a candidate, they would be able to 
wrest both those districts from the Demo- 
crats. 

But with proper work and organization 
these two districts may be saved to the Demo- 
crats, and three, at least, of the four districts 
now represented by Republicans may be re- 
claimed.

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Castleman ran bebind his Presidential ticket 
in every ward except the Second. His total 
vote was 311 less than Cleveland’s, while 
Frank ran ahead of Harrison in every ward 
exeept two, receiving 572 more votes in the 
district than Harrison. 

Ingalls, Prohibition candidate, received 
85 votes, or 12 less than his Presidential ticket, 
so that the total vote for President in the Dis- 
trict was 25,482 or 823 more votes than were 
cast for Congressmen. 

Frank’s majority was 2,363. 

THE TENTH DISTRICT. 
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Clardy ran behind Cleveland in every ward 
in the ecity and in every county except 
Iron, receiving 1,500 less votes in the district 
than bis presidential ticket. 

Kinsey received 1,100 less votes in the dis- 
trict than Harrison. He ran ahead of his 
ticket in only one ward in the city, but he ran 
ahead In every county except Iron, St. Louis 
and Ste. Genevieve. 

Ratchford, Union Labor candidate, received 
1,411 votes, or 496 more than the Union Labor 
candidate for President. 

The total vote for Congressman was 37,590; 
for President, 39,381, or 1,791 more votes for 
President than for Congressmen. 

Kinsey’s majority was 570. 

THE THIRTEENTH DISTRICT. 

An examination of the vote cast in the Thir- 
teenth District for Congressmen and Presi- 
dent discloses the same conditions that were 
shown in the Eighth, Ninth and Tenth Dis- 
tricits. 

Matlock, the Democratic candidate for Con- 
gress, ran 420 votes behind Cleveland, and 
Wade ran 167 votes behind Harrison, while 
Aiter, the Union Labor candidate,ran 522 votes 
ahead of the Union Labor Presidential ticket. 

The combined vote ofthe Democratic and 
Unioaoa Labor candidates was 913 greater than 
Wade's vote. 

DEMOCRATIC POSSIBILITIES. 

Whether or not these tour districts will send 
Republicans to the next Congress depends 
upon the amount of good sense, wise manage 
mentand patriotism of the Democrats. 

With a full registration and a full poll of the 
Democratic vote in the city of St. Loute 1 
think that the citv is Democratic by from 
5,000 to 10,000 majority. 

But a full registration and poll of Demo- 
cratic voters in the city cannot be had so long 
as the methods which have obtained in the 
past are allowed tocontinue. Hundreds of 
honest, self-respecting Democrats are tbor- 
oughly disgusied with those methods, and 
rather than appear to countenance the boodle 
bosses and their practices they refrain from 
voting and do not even register. 

There isa large independent labor vote in 
the city that is naturally Democratic, which 
can, by proper management, be allied with 
the Democratic party if they can be made to 
believe that their interests and rights can best 
be subserved by such an alliance. , 

The fact that the Republican party has con- 
trol of the national administration and the 
patronage incident thereto, is a source of 
weakness to that party, and there is in the 
ranks of the g. o. p. in this city at the present 
writing about the same amount of sweet har- 
* and concord tnat is supposed to exist in 
a well regulated family of cats and dogs. 

The thousands of honest but misgeuided 
workingmen who voted the Republican ticket 
in 1888, in the belief that they would have 
steady work at high wages in the event of Re- 
publican success, are getting their eyes open 
and their minds are ina condition to receive 
correct impressions on economic questions. 

Taking into consideration all these facts and 
conditions, the prospects for Democratic suc- 
cess in these three districts are not at all dis- 
couraging. 9 

As for the Thirteenth District, it may be said 
that Farmer Wade or any other Republican 
has anything but a dead cinch’’ on an elec- 
tion next November. The elements are ripe 
in that district for Republican defeat, if they 
are wisely and skilifullv handled. 

While the probabilities appear to be strongly 
in favor of the election of four or five Repub- 
licans to the next Congress from Missouri, the 
possibilities are decidedly in favor of a well 
nigh solid Democratic delegation.

certainties, depends partiy on the rank and 
file of the Democratic party and partly on 
those who may for the time, be delegated with 
the exercise of the executive functions of the 
party.

IN INDIA, 


A Friend of Punodita BRamabai Writes of 
Their Condition and Prospects. 


The letter below was recently recelved by a 
St. Louis gentleman from a Hindoo lady, 
Srimati Swarna Kumari Ghosal, a warm friend 
of Pundita Ramabal, the lady who visited St. 
Louis and other American cities last year in 
the interest of the movement for the social 
elevation and better education of the women 
of India. Srimati Ghosal is also an active 


worker in the cause, and, as will be seen from 
her letter, is not without hope of its success 
eventually. The construction of some of her 
sentences is faulty, but it should be remem- 
bered that the English language is not her 
native tongue. 
KASHIABAGAN GARDEN HOUSE,

DEAR Str—I am very glad to receive your 
letter dated the 27th of August last. How in- 
tensely I wish that our countrywomen were 
educated and trained like those of yours.None 
can deny that the elevation of a nation 
depends on the elevation of its country- 
women, and until the women of India are 
properly educated there is no * tor our 
country, mach as we wish for 16. Yes, I can 
well understand that the women in your coun- 
try enjoy much more liberty than those of 
Europe. You can be really proud of it, and 
this fact alone shows the real superiority of 
your nation over those in Europes It is my 
firm conviction that the more women are 
high in their moral and intellectual attain- 
ments, the less they require restrictions. But 
superfiuous learning, and particularly when 
such learning is not accompanied by proper 
moral ideas and sentiments, may easily be- 
come a source of danger. 

We, too, had our liberties before the Mo- 
hammedans came and conquered the country. 
Necessity made us adopt different customs 
and manners gradually, and imperceptibly 
our women lost their former position in so- 
ciety. Now the time haschanged. English 
conquest has brought with it English educa- 
tion and a new civilization. The eyes of our 
nation are getting opened. The generality of 
educated men are anxious for the education 
ot our women. We bave advanced only thus 
far. The ground is nowreadytosome ex- 
tent, but the real work has not proper! 
commenced. Let me explain further what 
mean. A few young women or giris or 
young ladies, call them whatever one pleases, 
are being so well educated as our young men 
with whom they are successfully competing 
for the university honors, but auch high eda- 
cation for women is confined within a few 
family circles, and the generality of our 
women are not taught much, much less than 
what the generality of the European women 
are taught. It requires a great deal of carnest 
work, perseverance, courage, readiness to 
suffer sacrifices, patience and after ail time 
to remove the deep-rooted prejudices arisin 
from established customs, manners, eto, an 
thongh the task of the workers on the line is 
becoming less und less difficult every day, yet 
they have immense work before them. Pan- 
dita Ramabai is working with heart and soul 
for the cause. I cannot sufficiently admire her 
devotion to her country. She visited Poona 
while I was at that place and I made her 
acquaintance there. Afterwards she was our 
guest at Shalapur for a few days and I am hap- 

yto say thatwe have since become good 
riends, specially as our aims and objects of 
life are so very much alike. The objecta of 
her institution, ‘‘Sarada Sadan’’ and that 
of the **Lakhi - Samiti’’ are al- 
most the very same. But there is 
avast difference in the mannerof working 
out our respective plans, and consequently 
vast difference also in their results. Money 
is the first requisite for such undertakings 
and also the principal element of its success. 
Ramabai’s auperior energy, capacity for work 
and boldness enabled her to visit a distant 
country iike America, plead there the cause 
of her unfortunate Indian sisters, 80 as to 
arouse the sympathy of that great nation and 
secure the means—sufficient funds—for carry- 
ing out her plans on her return to this 
country, and s0,asfar asthe establishment 
of an institution is concerned, she has met 
with success. We, who lack her qualities, are 
yet far from achieving that amount of 
success, not having yet been able to collect 
any funds worth the name. The generality of 
the people of Bengal are poor. As regards the 
very small number of rich men, with few ex- 
ceptions they arethe most conservative per- 
sons, and as such have no sympathy with any 
such movements. In spite of all these dif- 
culties Lam not without hopes of our eventual 
success. With our very limited means we 
have aoe done and are still doing some- 
thing, and if lite and health are spared to me 
I may be able to do at least a little more. 

I cannot understand how Ramabai came to 
adopt Christian faith, being herself so much 
learned in Hindoo shastras. Peha she did 
not realize their true meanings. ar youth, 
want of mature judgment, novelty of her 
position, and the influence of her 
5 when suddenly she was placed 
among cultured Englishmen and women 
who, one and all, professed Chris fai 
and other such circumstanc mus 
produced a confusion in her mind, and the 

option of the faith of her companions at the 
time might have appeared to her the best and 
the only means of peace. Idon’t know wha 
the result would have been had she found ae 
the time a single educated and 
Hindoo to keep her company.

Many fail to reach the high mark required 
nowadays of those who are eager to follow the 
profession, although no other country fur- 
nishes so many prominent pupils.

THE ASTOR OF TO-DAY. 


THE FIRST OF THE FAMILY WHO HAS BEEN 
IN PUBLIC LIFE.

Assemblyman, Senator, Diplomat —A Study 
ofthe Personality of the Present Head 
of the House of Astor—His Political 
Aspirations—A Memerable Campaign of 
Miilionaires—The Famous Astor Millions,

EW YORK, March 
183.—The new head 
of the house of 
Astor William Wal- 
dort Astor, is the 
first of his name 
who hasbeen at all 
prominentin pub- 
lic life and who has 
ventured into other 
domains than 
those of commerce 
and society. He is 
personally known 
to a large number of Americans and is known 
by sight to many thousands in this city. Like 
his father, John Jacob Astor, who died a 
week ago yesterday, he is man ot large 
physioue and, although not handsome, of 
striking appearance, He is over 
six feet in height, atheletic in

bulld, of ruddy complexion. His sole 
facialadornmentisasmall yellow mustache. 
For many years, when in the city, it has been 
his custom to walk with his father to tne lat 
ter’s place of business, in West Twenty-sixth 
street, from his house at Fifth avenue and 
Thirty-third street, and sometimes further 
down town, and the pairwereso regular in 
their appearance morning after morning that 
many persons residing or in business along

So the years passed by, and early in Octo- 
ber, 1877, Mr. Astor was waited upon by a dep- 
utation of Republican friends and politicians, 
who urged him to accept the nomination for 
the Assembly in his district, the Eleventh. 
After some refiection and consultation with

and for days after his nomination the clu 
were stirred by the announcement that 
*-Willle Astor was going to run for the 
Assembly, The district being uaturally a 
Republican one and the name of Astor carry- 


ing a weight, itis needless to say that the 


contest was not particularly difficult and that 
Mr. Astor was elected by a good majority. 

He served his term at Albany creditably, 
but his newness to politics and lack of experi- 
ence in talking on his feet did not render nim 
particularly conspicuous dufing the session. 
He won the approval, however, of his con- 
stituents and of the public at large, voted 
right from the public standpoint on every im- 
portant question and was pronounced & suc- 
cess. On October 16, 1879, he was tendered 
and accepted the nomination to the State 
Senate, which was followed in due course by 
his election. His experience in the Assembly 
now began to bear fruit, and he made an ex- 
cellent record in thé more important body. 
He had acquired by this time sufficient self- 
confidence to enable him to speak forcibly, if 
not sloquently, and several of his addresses 
brought him reputation. His course was fol- 
lowed with much interest, and society began 
to predict a rosy political future for bim. 

Sometime before his election to the Senate 
he had ceased tobe of matrimonial interest 
to New York mammas, it having been re- 
served to a Philadelphia matron and her 
daughter to bear 2 the prize. One of the 
most prominent families in the society of the 
Quaker City were the Pauls, and the daugh- 
ter, Miss Mary Paul, who made her debut in 
the Centennial year, both from her fam 
ly’s position and herown beauty, became at 
once the acknowledged belle of Philadelphia. 
A brunette, with rich olive compiexion and 
most graceful form, although comparatively 
poor, Miss Paul had suitors by the hundred. 
She came to New York to attend a Patriarch’s 
ball in the winter of 1876-77 and was there in- 
troduced to Mr. Astor. His devotion to her 
began almost with their first meeting and soon 
excited comment, which was afterwards 
heightened by her return to New York as a 
guest of Mre. John Jacob Astor. 

The courtehip was nota long one, and the 
following autumn Mr. Astor was married to 
Miss Paul in Philadelphia. The wedding was 
comparatively a quiet one, and like all affairs 
im whicb Mrs. Astor Bad anything to do with 
the management, was characterized with 
simplicity and good taste. Mr. Astor and his 
bride were welcomed to New York society 
with open arms, and haveever since held a 
prominent position. His father presented the 
young couple with a large double brown-stone 
house, No. 4 Kast Thirty-third street, where 
they have since resided. Young Mrs. Astor 
for some years did not exert herself socially 
in any marked degree, her tastes being appar- 
ently more domestic than is usualiy the case 
with young New York married women in s0- 
olety, a fact which excited much comment. 
Her beauty was universally admired, but she 
was not considered a good conversationalist 
and did not become a leader in so marked a 
degree as had been anticipated. 

hree children were born to Mr. and Mrs. 
Astor—two boys and a giri—the eldest of 
whom, William Waidorf, is now about 12 years 
old. Mrs. Astor has always been devoted to 
ber children and they have been brought up 
with the utmost care. Forsome years the 
family spent their summers at Newport,

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unconsciously contracted the habit of setting 
their watches by the Astors. 

Mr. Astor was born in this city in March, 
1848, aud is in consequence almost 42 years 
old. His mother was Mrs. Gibbes, a daugh- 
ter ofarioh South Carolina merchant, and 
Mr. Astor was ber only child. He is the di- 
rect lineal descendant of the first John Jacob 
Astor, who nded the fortunes of the fam- 
lly and w romanticand adventurous ca- 
reer has become a twice told tale to the Amer- 
ican public. Wm.Waldorf Astor is the great 
grandeon of the original John Jacob Astor, 
his father having been the eldest son of WIII- 
lam B. Astor, whoin turn was the eldest son 
son of the family’s founder. The only re- 
maining member of the second generation of 


the Astor family is William Astor, who is now 
abroad, and whois the husband of the Mrs. 
William Astor who since the death of her 
sister-in-law, Mre. John Jacob Astor has been 
the leader of New York society. 

From a boy he evinced literary tastes, and 
his mother’s own predilections in thie direc 
tion strongly influenced him. He was at- 
forded ail possible opportunities of educa- 
tion, and his early years were watched over 
with the most tender solicitude and affection 
by both his parents. Me had tutors at home. 
and after a thorough preparatory course he 
entered Columbia College, and then, after 
completing his course there, entered the 
Columbia Law School, where was graduated 
in He studied bard botb in coliege and 
in the w School, and, although not con- 
sidered br@liant, ranked well and was hichly

After leaving the Law School he entered tne 
law office of ‘Lore. Day & Lord, one of the 
leading firms of the olty, aud there acquired 
a knowle of office business which rounded 
hia education. He was never prominent at 
the bar, but was chiefly employed in the 
r of cases and in alding his father 
looking after the interests, especially from 
the legal side of the vast estate which he has 
been called upon to admin-

Astor, although she has grewn rather stout, 
retains her youthful beauty in a remarkabie 
degree and is still considéred one of the hand- 
somest women in New York society. 

To turn from Mr. Astor’s domestic rela- 
tions once more to his personal career, and 
taking up the — — the completion of his 
term in the State Senate, we find him a can- 
didate for Congress in the Seventh District 
in this city, to which he was nominated on 
October 21, 1880. His opponent on the Demo- 
cratic side was Philip Henry Dugro, and 
although the district was largely Demo- 
cratic and AN 1 little money was 
spent, on one side at least. 0 firmly estab- 
lished was Mr. Astor’s reputation and so 
energetic was his canvase that he was only 
defeated bya narrow majority of 114 votes. 
Tne defeat was so nearly a victory that he 
was the more willing to tempt fate agein 
and enter the contest in the succeeding 
Autumn, which hedid inthe Ninth District, 
being nominated on October 21, 1881. This 
contest, in which his opponent was Roswell 
Pettibone Flower, was one of the most excit- 
ing everheld inacity district, and column 
after column was printed about it in the news- 
papers of the time. The most exaggerated 
stories flew over the country regarding the 
amount of money that both millionaires were 
expending, and it was currently reported that 
Mr. Astor flung away double eagles by the 
handful. Both candidates undertook a per- 
sonal canvass ofthe district, and the interest 
in the battle completely overshadowed al! 
other political contests of the year. It was 
estimated by the Republican newspapers that 
Mr. Flower expended at least $16,000, and the 
Democratic papere placed Mr. Astor’s ex- 

nees at $25,000 to $30,000. Political tramps

He will 
undoubtedly also fill his father’s place in the 
directory of many financial institutions and, 
it may be safely said, will conduct the affairs 
of the vast estate over which he is now the 
head with care and prudence. His habits of 
life are reguiar; he needs and takes much 
exercise, is an expert swimmer and a good 
horseman and gymnast. 

In the city, after a light breakfast, he walks 
to the office on Twenty-sixth street, and then 
down town. He lunches heartily and returns 
home early in the atternoon, often stopping 
in at a library or club on bis way home. He 
dines well and devotes his evening, if there is 
no entertainment to which he feels he must 
go, to reading and study.

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FANCY ODOR BOTTLES, 


A Very Pretty One That Can Be Made at 
Small Expense. 


Very handsome odor bottles, rivalling the 
expensive ones offered in art stores, may be 
made at home inashort time from no more 
pretentious materials, says the Youth’s Com- 

panion,than an old 
Klass bottle, a large 
cork, a large but. 
ton mould, a piece 
of chamois skin, a 
bit of silk cord, 
andalittie ribbon 
and paint,or if one 
has no knowledge 
of painting, silk 
embroidery may 
be substituted. Se- 
léct a bottle of the 
required size and 


shape that has no 

projecting rim 

around the mouth; 

cut a eye of 

chamois the 22 

of the bottom of It, 

2 but considerably 

larger, moisten the bottom of the bottle very 

sparingly with lue, and fit the piece 

smoothly to it, rubbing it on securely and up 

the side as emoothiy as possible, working the 

extra fuliness into the fine, upright folds that 

will be bardty perceptible when the other 
decorations described below are arranged. 

Then take another piece of chamois a little 
too long to encircle the bottle, and wide 
enough to reach from the bottom to a short 
distance above thetop; fringe both edges, 
making the upper fringe about half the width 
ofthe lower; fit it closely around the bottie, 
and tie a satin ribbon around the bottom just 
above the fringe, and tie another low down 
around the neck, finishing both bands with a 
full, careless bow, tie another band close up 
to the mouth and fasten it invisibly, and turn 
the full fringe down over it. : 

Let the cork fit closely and project half ita 
length from the mouth, lay a full, round but- 
ton mold—larger around than the cork—on 
top of it, and drivealong tack down through 
to hold it securely, cover it with a ciroular 
piece of chamois gathered round tne edge and 
drawn in spugly Suet above the bottle; wind 
silk cord, the color of the ribbon, closely 
round and round to cover the gathered edge, 
and fit it down tigntly to the cork, and fasten 
it invisibly. 


Ifa line of glue be drawn around the bottle 
with a emall brush just underneath where the 
cord and the ribbons confine the cover, it will 
make the work firmer and more lasting; of 
course, it should be done just as the confining 
band is to be ap ° 

Paint the words, ‘‘Sweet Odors Bring Sweet 
Thoughts, or anything else suggestive of the 
odorous contents of the bottle, on the side 
where the ribbon bows are placed, and ar- 
range sprays of lilies or — flower 
carelessly around them, and paint a small 
spray to match on the stopper. 

Should the decoration be embroidery instead 
of painting, it should be applied before the 
cover is fitted on the bottle. Sk or satin, and 
lace frills in place of the fringe, would be very 
pretty. The whole cost will pe but a trifie 
compared to beauty of the finished e, 
if the work ig neatiy executed, and it makes a 
pretty gift for old or young.

HE tempest in the sen- 
atorial teapot, which 
has Leen raised as to 
the reporting of the 
secret sessions by the 
newspaper corre 
spondents, is by no 
means new.

About 
three-fourths of the Senators hold confiden- 
tial relations with the leadin g newspaper cor- 
respondents, and every newspaper 
man in Washington has one or 
more men upon whom he can rely 
to give him accurate imformation as to any- 
thing before Congress. Many Senators give 
out news without knowing it and an adroit 
interviewer is never at a loss for the facts in 
any case. Senator Edmunds’ position in re- 
gard to executive business isso weil known 
that he is seldom approached by any of the old 
correspondents. Young reporters now and 
then attempt to interview him andhe treats 
them politely telling them their mistake and 
asking for their address, saying thatif they 
will give it he will send them a document 
that they may read to their advantage. The 
green reporter hereupon gives his card and 
the next day he gets by maila copy of the 
rales of the Senate with a blue pencil mark 
around the following paragraph: 

Any Senator or officer of the Senate who 
shall disclose the secret or confidential! busi- 
ness or proceedings of the Senate shall be lia- 
ble, if a Senator, to suffer expulsion from the 
body, and if an officer, to dismissal from the 
service of the Senate and to punishment for 
contempt.’’ 

Senator Edmunds seldom submits to an in- 
terview upon any subject, though he some- 
times dictates his views upon certain ques- 
tions before the Senate, and when he does the 
talk is always worth reading. He often gives 
information with the proviso thatthe matter 
shall not be used in interview shape, and he 
isin this respect much like a number of his 
brother Senators. Ingalis often talks in this 
way, and his conversations sparkle with ideas 
graphically expressed. He is full of infor- 


mation, isup tothe times onevery subject, 

and if one can escape his prohibition to pub-

He is not afraid to sa 
what he thinks and his talks are always read-

able. Senator Allison talks readily, but he 
bedges so much in his statements as to take 
the life out of them. He is too much ofa 
diplomat and he roosts on the fence. 

Senator Hoar of Massachusetts never sub- 
wits to an interview. I nemember my first 
experience with him. I was pondent of 
the Cleveland Leader, and I told him that I 
had been sent by its editor to ask him certain 
questions. He was sitting in his dressing- 
gown and slippers in his library when I made 
this remark, and he straightened himself up 
like ashot and shut his mouth like a lam as 
he chopped out the words: Well, young man, 
you may put your questions, butlI warn you 
that I will not answer one word.“ 

Ithen told him that I did not expect to in- 
terview him by force, and that it he had 
nothing to say there was no use lu my asking 
questions. He then told me that he had made 
a resolution to publish everyt og that went 
from him Intothe papers over his own signa- 
ture and begged my pardon for his seeming 
gruffness. e wanted me to and look 
Over the cartoons in Puck with him, but I 
thanked him and left.

The rule, however, in newspaper work is 
that a pubiic man, in giving an expression to 
a correspondent, intends it for publication, 
unless he absolutely prohibits or requests the 
contrary.

Why Exercise of Some Kind Is Absotutely 
Needful to Health—The Great Advan- 
tages of the Bicycle—How It Affects the 
Rider—The Preper Cestume—Diet and 
Rales for a Long Run.

HE gumber of people 
riding bicycles make 
anything perteining to 
that exercise interest- 
ing generally, Is bicy- 
cle riding a healthy ex- 
ercise? is a question 
tion that Germany's 
eminent surgeon and 
physician, Prof. Von 
Nussbaum, has under- 
taken to answer. His 
reputation is interna- 
tional and what he says 
will, therefore, oarry 
weight. He says: 

To every thinking 
person an outward, 
mechanical remedy is 

certainly more confidence-inspiriag than 
some mysterious medicine, which, poured 
into the stomach and mingled with the acid, 
sour gastric juices,may pass into the bowels or 
intermix with bile and be gradually absorbed; 
or, after undergoing a number of changes get 
into the blood, passing with it perhaps 
through the whole body, or be en- 
tirely or partly secreted by the kidneys, 
the bladder, thelarge intestine, the saliva or 
the skin orremain partly inthe body. To be 
brief: There are so many possibilities as to 
what becomes of medicines introduced into 


the stomach that the oft-recurring doubt, 


whether the prescribed remedy ever comes 
in contact with the affected organ, is very 
frequently an entirely justified one. Only 
very few remedies have been so thoroughly 
studied and followed in their influences that 
the ways they pursue and the effects they 
produce can be relied upon with utmost cer- 
tainty. In most cases practical experience 
must be relied upon, where one or another 
remedy has been used with success in certain 
diseases. Whether this is accidental or 
whether a casual connection has been estab- 
lished often remains an unanswerable ques- 
tion. 

This is entirely different, however, with our 
mechanical remedies and modern mechani- 
cal cures which have become so popular. 
They have rapidly and justifiably gained for 
themselves the confidence of the entire world. 
Everywhere we go we hear of the cures 
elected by Oertel and Schweninger; of active, 
passive and duplicate gymnastics;of gym- 
nastic machtnery, whose apparatus is vartly 
moved by steam; of nerve vibration, mas- 
sage, ‘‘Ergostat’’ (a machine consisting of a 
wheel with adjustable weights, to be turned 


by invalids, invented by Dr. Gaertner of 
Vienna), of athletic exercises and of dl 
cycling. 

But even these mechanical remedies were 
applied at first only based upon practical ob- 
servations. Fifty years ago, when Pfeufer 
and Henle, who anticipated their age by far, 
induced invalids to ascend slowly the stair- 
case Of asteepie they aimed only at the prac- 
tical result of expanding the muscles between 
the neck andthe ribs by reason of deep res- 
piration, and experience taught that Inclina-

Each ofthem bas its advantages, and fre- 
quentiy its disadvantages as well. The 
massage disperses and crushes products of 
disease deposited in the system and leads to 
their absorption, or In other cases makes up 
for the natural motion of the muscles, of 
which the sick are deprived. Mechanicaigym. 
nastic exercises (health-lifts) and the r- 
gostat bring more or less into activity large 
muscle-groups, thereby increasing assimila- 
tion in a wonderful manner.

quaint my readers with a number of whole- 
some infivences very barmoniously worked out 
by it. Itis of course entirely ont of place 
for those suffering from acute diseases or 
those whose heart valves are affected, and in 
cases of that kind it can only do harm. Those 
who are consumptive or those easily inclined 
to coughing spelis have no business on a ner: 
cle. Itis possible that with care and watch- 
fulness they may derive benefit from a mod- 
erate use of it, but they cannot keep apace 
with others free from these complaints, for 
the bicycle rider is sometimes compelled to 
breathe not only through the nose but the 
mouth also, which is of baneful influence 
in the above-named cases, because 
cold and dusty air will get into the lungs. 
Bicycling achieves its most brillant results 
among weakly persons; among those who 
born with good constitutions, have neglected 
to cultivate and strengthen their bodies. The 
small amount of labor connected with bicyc- 
ling is often rewarded with an unthought-of 
degree of health and strength. A weak chest, 
inactive bowels, poor respiration, inolina- 
tion to fatty degeneracy and blood pov- 
erty,’’ these are the conditions which derive 
untold benefits from cycling. The organs of 
the brain, the chest and the abdomen, are 
greatly benefited by it, and the mental forces 
are not forgotten. 

The great superiority of bicycling over alk 
other mechanical remedies consists, to my 
mind, in the fact that {t is not confined to 

narrow rooms and dusty gymnasiums, out 
takes place in the open air, on verdant hills 
and in fragrant forests, below God's magnifi- 
cent firmament. The cyclist site quictly ina 
natural bodily position upon his horse of 
steel. He does not bend forward like a sprinter. 
He performs the greater amount of the 
labor with the lower part of his thighs, which 
he moves like the levers of a locomotive. 
But the repose of the rest of his 
body is only a seeming one; the 
little motions for steering are. indispensable 
and he needs the muscles of his trunk for 
maintaining his equilibrium. When riding 
over rough rogds the entire trunk of his body 
is in active labor, even the muscles of the 
neck and head are not éxempt. In using the 
handle- bars the arms too are in constant mo- 
tion, yet without that confinement of the 
shoulder-belt incident to the position ata 
narrow writing desk, for the hands are too 
far apart. The exertion of cycling 

REQUIRES DEEP RESPIRATION, 
whereby t obstructive air in the lungs is 
expelled and the chest widened energetically 
without losing its elasticity. The difference 
attested by measuring the chest from month 
tomonth is very visible. Persons, who six 
months before showed a difference of but 
2 to 3 centimeters have increased it to from 8 to 
9 centimeters in that space of time. My advice 
to those confined to rooms and offices is to 
mount a bicycle and learn bow to breathe. 
How valuable the expansion of the chest and 
lungs is, is evidenced by the experience that 
it is the best guard against the most pernicious 
disease of Europe—consumption. 

The cyclist also, soto speak, massages his 
abdomen dy the motion of his thighs, giving 
activity to the bowels and forcing the 
diaphragm upward, thus inducing deep respi- 
ration. The exertion ofa ride, with the ex- 
ception of short and slov runs, always pro- 
duces perspiration, whereby substances are 
ejected, which, ifallowed to remain in the 
blood, would prove harmful to the body. The 
cyclist, however, seldom perspires profusely 
orexcessively. Even long and hard runs, 
or races, which from a physician’s 
standpoint are not commendable, cause no 
over-heating, no excessive flow of the secre- 
tions, no accelerated pulse. Oyclists never 
show pulsating veins in the neck, which 
usually accompany other bodily exertions. 
Through skin and lungs we are constantly 
giving up warmth. A moderate perspiration 
Often creates avery pleasant feeling. Cases 
of over-heating, whereby the expulsion of 
the heat through the skin and lungs is in- 
sufficient and heat-stroke follows, are un- 
known evils to the bicyclist. 

The strengthening of the muscular system, 
which, as we know now, is the chief hearth 
for assimilation and the proper nourishment 
of the body, is the first effect achieved bv 
bicycle riding. The increased activity of the 
muscles consumes the surplus fat, and the 
slight perepiration helpsin this effort. The 
clearing of the heart and the large arteries 
from ~~, eo is of incalculable vaiue, 
because t facilitates the circulation 
of the blood. The fatty substances through- 
out the entire body are also consumed, which 
is an important factor, because, as said be- 
fore, fat compresses the arteries and causes 
irregular distribution of blood; this is bat 
slightly noticed while the body is in repose, 
but the least exertion which fat people ander- 
go causes them to have a red face, denoting 
congestion of the blood. Drowsiness, head- 
ache, even a predisposition for apoplexy, 
hemorrhoids are the order of the day. The 
use of the bicycle is of unspeakable benefit to 
those whose business or vocation yields them 
an insufficient amount of exercise. 

And while on this subject, I may as well lay 
down from my own experience another truth, 
which is: that the gymnastic exercises of the 
schooolroom, although valuable to a certain 
degree, are not sufficient for the brain-heating 
mode of life of our much-nharassed school 
children. Thachild site daily in the school- 
room from five to six hours; then an houror 
more at home over the preparation of its les 
sons. The poor little brain is foooded with 80 
to 90 per cent more blood 
while engaged study than la re- 
pose; besides the stratum of 
air which surrounds the child’s head in the 
house and schoolroom is much warmer than 
that around its feet. How beneficial a strength- 
eping mechanical remedy would be which 
draws the blood from the brain downward can 
easily be imagined. A harmless tricycle 
would be sufficient for a whole family. 

As Ihave already said the entire organism 
of the body is brought into increased activity 
while bicycling, and it is only natural that 

THE POWER OF ENDURANCE 

should be augmented, sleep and appetite en- 
hanced. Acyclistafter a run can get away 
with a meal which no healthy man would find 
compatible with his dicestive organs. This 
variety of stimulation, the disincumbrance of 
the inner organs, the charging of the outer 
body has its influence also upon the nerves in 
a manner seldom acoomplished in any other 
manner. 


Our modern hypererethisms, to which every 
age and position are exposed, neurastheny in 
all ite forms are irreconciliable with bicycle 
riding. Inthe course ofa few weeks one tor- 
turing symptom after another disappears. I 
know persons, who could not go jato an as- 
sembly of people of more than ten without 
being overtaken with unbearable dizziness; I 
know others who cried at the sight of the 
brilliant lights ofa chandelier; others again 
who could not read uninterruptediy three 
pages of a book. I know painters who 
could not handle their brush; men, who at 
the ringing of bells became sad and melan- 
choly. To these and many others, 
excessive irritation is not only 1 
torture, but connected with the 
danger of losing their livelihood. At the 
present time mediocrity sinks to the bottom; 
excellency alone attains the desired end, re- 

ulring unusual ezertions, which bring with 
them an over-great strain of the nerves often 
fraught with dangerous consequences. A life 
filles with such great irritation of the nervous 
system is not after the Creator’s will 
aod intention; otherwise the brain 
would be constructed in a manner adequate to 
meet such demands; just as the Eternai Maker 
has provided the heart of the horsé, destined 
tor quick travel and the carrying of heavy 
loads, witha strong thread, whieh protécts 
itfrom bursting. Our modern mental racin 
is bound to work out harm for the brain o 
the child and the adult. Bicycling steps in as 
an ameliorator for such sufferings, if in con- 
junction witb it the mental strain is checked. 

The unloading of a heavy head, the activity 
of the secretions, the superabundance of 
blood in the muscles, the increased assimila- 
tion, the improved condition of the blood, its 
unimpaired, regular cirouletion, the deep 
respiration, conducting a greater amount of

and last remaining child, the Grand Duchess 
of Baden, the Grand Duke, her husband, the 
much beloved young Empress of Germany 
and her husband, Kaiser Wilhelm II., whose 
devotion to his grandmother, is beautifuily 
commented upon by the people. Fifteen 
minutes from the time that he was summoned 
to the death-bed, in the early morning, he ar- 
rived, and there remained until the end. 


[Twelve long weary hours, during which he 


refused nourishment of every sort, all 
attempts to draw him from the 
room proving futile. The last words 
of the dying Empress to this, her grand son, 
were, ‘‘I dare not kiss you to-day for fear of 
the infection,’’ whilstto the beloved daugh- 

ter, who sat tenderly stroking the wan and 
wasted head, she said ever and anon, Mein 
gutes kind“ (my good child). The immediate 
cauve of the death of the Empress was in- 

fluenza, from which the aged, enfeebled 

frame could not rally. Although an invalid 
for several years, death came most unex- 

pectediy, and in the midst of great prepara- 

tions for coming Court festivities, which, 

after a protracted period of mourning, were 

about to have been resumed. The old Em- 

press, when apprised by her attending physi- 

cien of the nearness of that grim herald, who 

comes to pauper and to Prince alike, resigned 

herself with Christian fortitude, whilst her 
élergyman sadly administered the last sad, 

solemn rites, the grief

sank down upon their knees whilst the holy 

man offered up a prayer, during which the 
soul of the Empress, peacefully released, 

soared to the realms of endless day. Imme- 

diately after death the bed upon whicn she 
lay was strewn with rare and lovely flowers by 
the loving bands of the young Empress and 
the Archduchess of Baden, and these were 
kept freshly strewn upon the bed until 
the removal of the body trom the 
palace, which occurred on the night of the 
9th, when at midnight it was conveyed on the 
shoulders of solemn, dark-robed pall-bearers 
to the Alt Schloss residence of the Em- 
press.

also regaled itself, through the thoughtful. 
ness of vendégs of pretzels, stale cake, beer, 
hot punch, or small glasses of cognac. This 
innovation seemed rather incongruous to 
the occasion, and but illy harmonized with 
the emblems of mourning that met one’s gaze 
on every side. Either side ofthe street down 
which the funeral cortege was expected was 
lined with men, members of different soci- 
eties and students of the various univer- 
sities. numbering in all about 16,000. 

After long afd patient waitin the multi- 
tude was finally apprised, by the ringing of 
many church bells. that the procession had 
left the Schloss. All ame silent ex- 
pectation, and sbout 1:30 o’clock the cortege 
came in sight, preceded by many tegiments of 
Germany’s splendid army, among them the 
mounted Ubians in uniforms of spotiess 
white, brass helmets and culrasses of brass 
and carrying a lance,as in the medlęeval times. 


high brass heimets, created much admiration 
by their splendid physiques. This 
had its origin with Frederick 
Great, and although not of 
gigantic stature that his men were,these, too 
were selected for their fine. physiques and 
splendid height, all being uniform insize. 
After various splendid regiments, headed by 
military bands, playing sweet, mournful 
music, Beethoven’s and Chopin’s funeral 
marches, etc., the funeral car appeared to 
view, entirely draped in black, the Prussian 
eagle handsomely embroidered on the sides 
and drawn by eight horses, with coverings of 
black and black ostrich plumes nodding at 
their heads. These horses were led respect- 
ively by eight grooms, also 
CLAD IN BLACK, 
The coffin rested upon the funeral oar, cov- 
ered with handsome flowers, while a erimson 
velvet pall depended from it. he four ends 
ot the pall were carried by four mounted 
knights of the order of the Black Eagle. A 
magnificent ‘‘baidichino’’ was held over the 
funeral car by twelve Gentlemen of the Cham- 
ber, the ends of the same being heid by four 
noblemen.’ The catafalgue was escorted by 
twelve Gentlemen of the Chamber and twelve 
officers of the royal army, these were 
followed by the nobleman of the crown, and 
om og appeared, quite alone, dressed in the 
dark blue uniform of his regiment, cap en- 
circied by a band of red, with his long cloak 
folded about him, with slow, majestic strides 
the young Emperor of Germany, before whom 
all heads became uncovered as by one accord. 
Near him walked the King of Saxony and old 
Von Moltke, the spiendid soldier who has 
lived to see so many changes in the Father- 
land, his Deardleas face smail round head 
giving him quite a juvenile appearance. Next 
came Gen. Blumenthal, whose wmillitary . 
cloak and soft felt slouch ‘hat, gave him quite 
a brigandish appearance. 
THE GRAND DUKES 

of Baden and Saxe Weimar followed; next 
came royal princes of kingly houses, fore 
ambassadors, city officiais,-ministers of the 
gospel (among them one man Catholic 
priest), pages of the royal Household, in hand- 
some costumes of white and crimson, with 
lace jabots at their throats and large red 
hats upon their heads. giving them a most 
picturesque appearance. These young mén 
are military cadets, selected from the various 
universities for meritorious conduct; they are 
all of noble birth, however. After these came 
more regiments, and thus ended the funeral 
cortege of the Kaiserin Augusta, :
